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A STAY FOR WLAUGHLIN 


Justice Gaynor Gives Relief to the 
ex-Police Inspector. 


NOT TO GO TO SING SING AT PRESENT 


The Supreme Court Hasty in Forc- 
ing the Second Trial—Value 
of Seagrist’s Memoranda 
as Evidence. 

Justice William J. Gaynor of the Supreme 
Court yesterday granted a stay in Brooklyn 
to ex-Police Inspector William W. Mc- 
Laughlin of this city, pending his appeal 
from Judge Barrett’s decision sentencing 

him to State prison for extortion. 

The decision was not made public until 10 
o’clock last night, but its substence was 
known early in the evening, and counsel 
for the ex-Police Inspector were made 
aware of it about 5 o’clock. 

After McLaughlin’s second trial and con- 


viction for bribery, his counsel applied to 
Justice Gaynor, who was sitting at New-

burg, N. Y., for a stay pending appeal, and 
Justice Gaynor has had the papers before 
him for about two weeks. 

In granting the application, Justice 
Gaynor says that he does so because a 
reasonable doubt exists in his mind as to 
whether error was committed in the case. 
He is of the opinion that the Supreme Court

signed error gives rise to ‘ reasonable doubt | 


whether the judgment should stand,’ 
my duty, without going further, to-grant a 
certificate of reasonable doubt, to operate 
as a stay of the judgment pending appeal, 
I have such doubt, and, being unable to re- 
solve it after careful. deliberation, I must 
unhesitatingly respond to the injunction 
which the law lays upon me, and allow the 
stay, without regard to my personal in- 
clination. 

“Whether this ruined defendant shall be 
imprisoned pending his appeal is insig- 
nificant, indeed, compared to the impor- 


tance of maintaining a deliberate and or- | 


derly administration of criminal justice, 
and the necessity of preserving those indi- 
vidual rights which, while they shield the 
innocent and the unfortunate, do not pro- 
tect the guilty. I have not merely this de- 
fendant’s case in mind, but the cases of 
every one hereafter to be tried for a crim- 
inal offense. 

“IT shall specify two alleged errors. The 
defendant was tried the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer. His first trial ended on Sat- 
urday, May 11, 1895, by a disagreement of 
the jury. The case was at once set down 
for another trial in the same court on 
Monday, May 20. Counsel for defendant then 
decided to make a motion in the Supreme 
Court for a change of the place of trial 
to another county, on the ground that a 
fair and impartial trial could not be had, 
in’'the County of New-York. 

“They prepared a voluminous record for 
that purpose, setting forth that the diffi- 
culty of getting impartial jurymen was 
s0 great that it took three weeks to get a 
jury on the first trial; that the delibera- 
tion of the jury was marred by unusual 
passion, those voting for acquittal report- 
ing in open court that they were threat- 
ened with State prison by those voting 
for conviction; that immediately after the 
discharge of the disagreeing jurymen, their 
intelligence, honesty, and motives were as- 
sailed in public meetings and elsewhere, 
all of which was reported in the news- 
papers; that, in addition, some newspapers 
joined in the attack, Which was also levy- 
eled in advance against any jurors ‘who 
should vote for acquittal upon the 


ll 


the learned Judge who presided at his 
first trial, and was also to preside at his 
second, participated in these public discus- 
sions in a way adverse to a fair and calm 
consideration of his case, and calculated 
to deter jurymen from being independent. 

“In this state of things the defendant’s 
zounsel claimed that he had not had, and 
could not have, in the County of New-York 
that deliberate. fair, and impartial ‘trial 
which the law guarantees to every one. 

**T need form no opinion as co the truth 
of these allegations; it is enough that they 
were by no means light or frivolous, and 
that defendant was entitled to have them 
calmly heard; for the law, taught by the 
experience of the past, has wisely so pro- 
vided. From the irregular and disorderiy 
trial of Jesus down to the present time 
history in almost every generation affords 
instances of trials conducted without due 
calmuess and attention, in which some- 
times the innocent and sometimes the guilty 
were convicted; but invariably in either 
case with the like effect in the end that 
the conviction was generally deemed un- 
just, and proved more demoralizing and 
detrimental to social order than acquittal 
would have done. It is a maxim of manli- 
ness and healthy human nature as old as 
the human race that one who cannot be 
convicted by fair play should not be con- 
victed at all. 

“The defendant having decided, as was 
his unquestionable legal right, to move tne 
Supreme Court to change his place of trial, 
what followed? He was confronted with a 
difficulty; for, while the statute was ex- 
plicit that he could bring on such a mo- 
tion ng | ‘upon notice of at Jeast ten days 
to the District Attorney,’ his second trial 
had been set only nine days ahead, as 
has been seen, and would therefore super- 
sede his motion and make it useless. FTtut 
the law did not leave him in such evil 
case, for it provided that any Justice of 
- the Supreme Court might grant a stay of 
the trial until the motion should be heard 
and decided. By the exercise of diligence 
the defendant’s attorneys had the record 
necessary to the motion ready in four days, 
on Friday, May 17, and regularly present- 
ing the same to a Justice of the Supreme 
Court on that day they obtained of him 
the temporary stay of the trial which the 
law allowed, until the motion should be 
heard, on Monday, June 3. The ‘ollowing 
morning, Saturday, copies of the motion 
papers, including the stay and notice of 
motion, were served upon the District At- 
torney. The defendant had acted strictly 
fin accordance with law. He could not have 
noticed his motion for any eA prior to 
the day set for the trial, for the statute, 
as has been seen, required that he :hould 

ve a notice of motion of not less than ten

GEN. DRAKE LEADS IN THE RACE 


Candidates for Governor Who Will Appeal 
to the Iowa Republican State 
Convention To-morrow. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, July 8.—The f[e- 
publican State Convention is to be held 
here Wednesday, July 10. It will nominate 
candidates for Governor, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, Supreme Judge, Railway Commis- 
sioner, and Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. 


The chief interest is in the fight for Gov- 
ernor. There are eight candidates, four cf 
whom have strong followings. Gen. A. M. 
Drake of Centerville is in the lead. He 
is a millionaire railway builder and bank- 
er, and was a prominent officer in the civil 
war. He is the founder of Drake Univer- 
sity of this city. He has been far in the 
lead, and his nomination seemed certain 
until recently. There seems to be a ten- 
dency among the other candidates to com- 
bine against Drake. 

James Harlan, former United States Sen- 
ator and Secretary of the Interior, is the 
next in strength, though he is seventy-five 
years old and somewhat feeble. He was 
defeated for re-election to the Senate in 
1870 by William B. Allison, and has not 
been heard of in Iowa politics sinee, until 
two years ago, when he was temporary 
—— of the Republican State Conven- 
ion. 

The other candidates are Matt Parrott, 
editor of The Waterloo Reporter; W. M 
McFarland, Secretary of State, now serv- 
ing his third term, who claims enough 
second-choice votes to make his nomination 
certain; J. B. Harsh of Creston, State Sen- 
ator; E. S. Ormsby, J. L. Kamrer, and

THE POST OFFICE IN DARKNESS 


Electric Lights Suddenly Extinguished— 


The Clerks Enjoy the Situation, but 
Quickly Make Up the Delay. 


The clerks employed in the General Post 
Office had great sport early this morning 
for about fifteen or twenty minutes, while 
the electric lights were out and the en- 
gineers were struggling to get the ma- 
chinery which runs the dynamo in working 
order. 

The electric lights went out at 12:15 
o’clock this morning, leaving the city, do- 
mestic, and foreign departments in total 
darkness. Immediately there was a great 
outburst of cat-calls, whistling, and sing- 
ing on the part of the clerks, who, despite 
the orders of the foremen to hunt for lights, 
bombarded each other with paper wads and 
caused a great uproar. 

The old gas-lighting apparatus was re- 
moved from the building about two weeks 
ago, and the few remaining lamps were 
taken away, so that there was absolutely 
no means of getting a light. 

One energetic foreman procured a torch, 
which he thought would afford sufficient 
light to distribute mail by, but the torch 
soon succumbed to a bombardment of empty 


mail pouches. 

A number of clerks gathered together 
and sang popular songs with considerable 
skill and harmony. They were generously 
applauded. The notes echoed through the 
long corridors of the building so loudly that 
a large crowd was attracted on the outside, 
and wondered what had “ got into the Post 
Office clerks.”’ 

When the lights were turned on with a 
sudden flash ail the clerks jumped at once 
to their posts, and the work of sorting the 
mail went on with rapidity. 

The incident caused ‘little delay and was 
greatly enjoyed, as it was the first of the 
kind that has ever occurred in the Federal 
Building.

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WINONA'S GREAT DISASTER 


Twelve Lives Were Lost in the Recent 
Missouri Fiood. 


MANY HOUSES WERE DESTROYED 


Crops Ruined and Bridges Washed 
Away and Many Cattle Killed— 
Much Damage Done bya 


Tornado in Iowa. 


WINONA, Mo., July 8.—The results of the 
recent cloudburst at this point can now 
be estimated with a reasonable degree 
accuracy. The flood has left a scene 
desolation and a menace to the health

dead horses, cattle, hogs, and other stock. 


For miles below the town are strewn the 
carcasses, mingled with wagons, household 
furniture, organs, and other property, which 
Was swept away with the dwellings by the 
torrent of water. 


The loss of human life is placed at a 


aozen to a certainty, all but one of the vic- 
iims being known. The bodies have been 
recovered with the exception of that of 
Lloyd Wright’s daughter.. No arrange- 
ments have yet been made for the burial of 
the victims, 


As usual in cases of calamity, men and 
women have come to seize and appropriate 
as their own all the movable property 
which they can lay their hands on. 

This region is so mountainous that wagons 
can hardly make connection, and there is 
a big gap in the railroad bed, caused by the 
flood. The Fort Scott Railroad officials 
came to Winona on a special train this 
evening to do what they could for the flood- 
stricken people. Trains were run from each 
end of the Current River Branch, as far 


as the gap, thus establishing railroad com- 
munication for the first time sinee the dis- 
aster. 

During the flood, a man was lowered 
from the bluff by a rope, and when a hu- 
man form was whirled past he jumped into 
the water and carried the body ashore, as- 
sisted by men on the bluff. In this way he 
rescued three from death, and recovered 
two bodies. 

The following business houses and stocks 
were destroyed: 


A. Carter Lumber Company, building carried 
100 yards and goods damaged $2,000; Mrs. A. G. 
Scranton, millinery, building and _ stock, loss 
$1,500; J. J. Brown, three buildings destroyed 
with contents; loss, $2,000. Church & 
building and stock damaged $500.

Another storm swept this territory yes- 
térday and about 9 o’clock in the evening 
a severe: earthquake shock 
Springfield and its vicinity. Houses shook 
and windows rattled, but no serious dam- 
age was reported. 

DES MOINES, Iowa, July 8.—Reports are 
received here of a severe storm that swept 
a considerable section of the southwestern 
part of the State this morning. In Warren, 
Union, Adair, Page, Montgomery, and Pot- 
tawatomie Counties there was a wind that 
approached a tornado, and did immense 
damage to crops. There was also severe 
hail in a wide strip of country, which killed 
many cattle. The small grains, which were 
very heavy and tall, were matted down by 
the storm, and the loss will be severe. 

CHICKASHA, Indian Territory, July 8.— 
A cyclone passed over Chickasha last night. 
Several buildings were blown down, among 
them the Rock Island freight station and a 
large grist mill near by. The storm passed 
toward Hennessy, doing much damage. 
one is reported killed. 

NEWTON, Kan., July 8.—A tornado of 
terrific violence and widespread extent 
passed over the country between this city 
and Canton last night, destroying every- 
thing in its path. In this city four houses 
were wrecked and over thirty farm houses 
are known to have been destroyed.

THE ‘‘NEW BROTHERHOOD” PROTESTS 


Decorating the Boston 
City Garden for the Endeavorers. 


It Objects to 


30STON, July 8.—Mayor Curtis has re- 
ceived the following from the ‘ New 
Brotherhood,”’ through its Secretary, T. W. 
Curtis of this city: 
To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City 

of Boston: 

The New Brotherhood submits 
memorial for your consideration: 

While it may be proper to extend a cordial 
welcome to the Freemasons and the Young Peo- 
ple’s Society for Christian Endeavor that are to 
visit this city in large numbers, the way of 
manifesting this respect and good-will appears to 
be open to mest serious objections, as in conflict 
with the true 
ligious liberty. 

The style of welcome which we call in question 
is the imitation in the flower beds of the Public 
Gardens of certain emblems and mottoes of these 
two organizations, that are of a theological and 
sectarian character, namely, an immense cross 
at the principal entrance, and disposed in other 
parts of the garden, 
cross and anchor,

inscriptions such as ‘‘ By This 
We Conquer,’’ ‘‘ For Christ and His Church,"

This was the appearance of the Public Garden 
on Independence Day. The statue of Washing- 
ton is encircled by these ecclesiastical 
and close by Boston Common. 

We ask you to consider that the separation of 
Chureh and State is far from complete itn this 
country; that efforts, both secret and avowed, are 
being made toward a return to old-time customs; 
that strong animosities exist within the boun- 
daries of Christianity, and that obloquy attaches 
to dissent from the creed or teachings of the 
Church. The bearing of these mottoes and em- 
blems is chiefly doctrinal and not moral or 
aesthetic. It will be so construed by the bulk of 
the throng of daily visitors during these Summer 
months. 

The theory of the Church is that this United 
States Government ts founded on Christian reli- 
gion, which is not true. And, finally, this act 
will in the future serve as a precedent for further 
and bolder demonstrations on these same lines.

High Premium for Brooklyn Bonds, 


The credit of Brooklyn appears to be con- 
sidered ‘ gilt edge."””

DEFENDER SLIGHTLY INJURED 


Braces Were Bent on Sunday—ller Next 
Trial will be on Saturday—Specu- 
lations as to Her Sail Area. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 8.—The De- 
fender strained some of her strengthening 
braces yesterday while on her second trial 
trip off the south end of Prudence Island. 
When she arrived at her anchorage in Bris- 
tol Harbor it was discovered that the two 
steel pieces of piping that are bolted from 
the angle iron deck braces to the bilge 
brace stringers of angle iron were bent and 
twisted out of shape on account of the great 
strain they were subjected to in carrying 
the sails. These pieces of steel piping are 
rather stout, and are fastened in range of 
the mast on both sides from the middle of 
the deck to the bilge section. The alumin- 
ium plates in that region did not show any 
indication of bending, but they must have 
sprung somewhat, to cause the steel braces 
to bend in the manner they are at present. 
The matter of putting up other braces of 
the same material in range of the mast is 
thought of, and that work will probably be 
done in a day or two. 

Defender was hauled into the wharf this 
morning, and a number of men are now fin- 
ishing her up inside. It is likely that she 
will not have another trial before Saturday 
next, as the rigging will be again set up 
this week, 

All information regarding the sail area of 
the Defender has been, and is, carefully 


guarded, even Mr, Iselin refraining from 
giving anything out for publication. The 
ournal is, however, able to give figures re- 
garding the mainsail that go far toward 
confirming the statement made some time 
ago by Mr. Iselin, to the effect that the De- 
fender’s sail area would not greatly ex- 
ceed that of the Vigilant. 

The greatest increase is, of course, in the 
mainsail, and the popular supposition has 
been that the big sheet contains 1,000 square 
feet more than the mainsail of the Vigilant, 
which measures about 5,700 square feet. In 
fact, many went so far as to assert that 
figuring from the given dimensions of the 
spars the area of the mainsail would be 
fully 7,000 square feet. 

According to the information obtained, 
and which is believed to be in the main cor- 
rect, the Defender’s maltinsail contains 
about 6,385 square feet. This is about 700 
square feet more area than the Vigilant’s 
mainsail contains, yet if the figures from 
the other si‘« are correct, the sail is some- 
what smaller than that spread by Valkyrie 
IlI., the cup challenger. 


ONE KILLED, SIXTEEN INJURED 


A Terrible Accident to a Trolley Car in 
East Liverpool, Ohio—Nine Men 
Hurt in Buffalo. 


EAST LIVERPOOL, Ohio, July 8.--At 3 
o’clock this afternoon a trolley car with 
thirty passengers on board became unman- 
ageable, and slid down the Franklin Ave- 
nue hill, on the north side of the city, 
killing James Hamilton, the motorman, and 
injuring sixteen persons.

Anti-Platt Men May Be Kept Out of 
State Convention. 


ARE OFFICE HOLDERS INELIGIBLE 


The County Committee's Rules May 
Be Construed Against Them 


by Mr. Platt’s State 


Committee. 


There is prospect of a lively row among 
Republicans over the eligibility of those 
who are holding public offices to become 
delegates to the State Convention. Article 
41 of the Republican County Committee’s 
constitution forbids any person “ who holds 


a public office of emolument ”’ from being a 
member of that committee or a delegate to 
any nominating convention. It has come 
to pass that the strongest anti-Platt Re- 
publicans are holders of public offices of this 
description. As fast as those who were 
members of the County Committee got jobs 
they resigned. The list includes Commis- 
sioner of Public Works William Brookfield, 
Private Secretary Hedges, Deputy Commis- 
sioner Collis, John Simpson, and a lot of 
others, 

Until recently they have been considered 
ineligible as delegates to the State or any 
other convention. But as an attempt is to 
be made to overthrow Mr. Platt at the 
State Convention this year, it has become 
highly desirable from the anti-Platt stand- 


point that some of these old-time politi- 
cians be present to assist in the good work. 

Consequently, the point is raised by them 
that the State Convention may pass on the 
eligibility of its own delegates. 

If the Assembly district conventions see 
fit to elect office holders, and the State 
Convention sees fit to recognize them, then, 
say these anti-Platt men, the County Com- 
mittee’s constitution cannot override the 
will of the convention. 

Mr. Brookfield yesterday said it is not 
true that he and other office-holders are 
not eligible to serve as delegates. 

‘“*T am in favor of extending the rulé@”’ he 
said, ‘‘so that no man holding an appointed 
office can be a delegate to a county, State, 
or Nationai convention, but as the matter 
stands, if office holders are elected dele- 
gates to the State Convention, and the 
convention seats them, that !s the end of it. 
They got in last year all right, and I don’t 
see why the question should be raised now.” 

But it is right here that the fight is likely 
to come. If a lot of anti-Platt office hold- 
ers are elected, and Platt men make a 
contest, the State Convention, or the State 
Committee, is likely to recognize those that 
are branded as “regular” by the officers 
of the County Committee. It did so last 
year, when the Milholland delegates were 
ingloriously refused even admittance tick- 
ets to the convention hall. They were no 
art of the ‘‘ Committee of Thirty’s”’ fol- 
owers, and the reorganization of the party 
as effected by the Thirty was branded 
‘‘regular.””’ In any contest this year, the 
County Committee’s officers, who will certi- 
fy as to the ell ility of contestants, are 

latt men—Chairman Lauterbach the most 
enthusiastic of all. The State Committee, 
at last accounts, was still wearing the Platt 
collar by a considerable majority, and so, 
if a contest arises, the Platt men will have 
the whip hand.

the Catholic Ban Against Them. 


ST. LOUIS, July 8.—Archbishop Kain of 


the Roman Catholic Diocese of St. Louis 
has made a decision that removes the ban 
placed by,»some priests on Grand Army 
funerals. Under his ruling members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic attending 
funerals may enter the church wearing 
their uniforms and insignia, and may con- 
duct funeral services in accordance with 
their ritual, in Catholic cemeteries.

Labor Leader Asked to Take Charge 
of Ludlow Street Jail. 


KEEPER SCHNEER’S NEW STORY 


Post Office Robbers Received Excep 


tional Favors and Liberties, 


He Declares—Peculiar Ac- 
tions of the Keepers. 


Sheriff Tamsen has selected James P 
Archibald as Warden of Ludlow Street Jail, 
to succed Warden Raabe, who was removed 


owing to the escape of the three Post Office 


robbers, 

The place was offered to Mr. Archibald 
last night. When seen by a reporier for 
The New-York Times Mr. Archibald said: 

“I knew nothing about this matter until 
8 o’clock this evening, when I received a 
message from the Sheriff asking me toe 
take the place. I cannot say anything fur- 
ther about it until I have had a charce teé 
talk with him.” 

“You will probably accept?” 

“ Well, I can tell better after I have 
talked with the Sheriff.” 

Mr. Archibald was a member of the Com- 
mittee of Seventy, and of its Executive 
Committee. He has been prominent in !ocal 
politics and in organized labor affairs in 
this city for several years. His salary as 
Warden will be $3,000 a year, and he will 
furnish bonds to the Sheriff for $25,000. It 
is probable that the names of the new as- 
sistants will be announced to-day. 

James P. Archibald Secretary 
of the Central Labor Union for several 
yeargy. In the local campaign of 1800 he 
was Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the People’s Municipal League. He was 
prominent, in 1892 in Anti-Snap, or 
Syracuse Convention, movement, and went 
to the Democratic National Convention at 
Chicago with the protesting delegation as 
ex-Mayor W. R. Grace’s alternate. He is 
the New-York State Democracy leader in 
the old Twenty-second Assembly District, 
and during the last campaign was in cnarge 
of the Committee of Seventy’s headquar- 
ters, with William Travers Jerome.

Office thieves from the Ludlow Street Jail 
on July 4, United States Marshal McCarty 
said yesterday: 

“That is a sort of a burlesque jail, more 
like a Summer garden kept by the Sheriff 
than a prison. it is no wonder that the 
prisoners escaped. It is surprising that 
they remained there as long as they did. 
Why, just think of it; I am informed that 
on the Tuesday before the men escaped 
two women visited them in the jail, and 
spent the best part of the day with them, 
and the next day old * Bill’’ Vosburgh, the 
father-in-law of Russel, and one of the 
most notorious bank thieves in the country, 
was allowed to visit the prisoners, and re- 
mained with them for several hours in the 
jail yard. ; 

“TIT am also informed that the visitors 
were seen to pass money to the prisoners,”’ 
continued the Marshal. ** These men were 
evidently the ‘star’ inmates of the prison, 
and apparently ran the institution to suit 
themselves.”

United States District Attorney 
lane said yesterday that he had issued a 
citation to Sheriff Tamsen to appear be- 
fore the Grand Jury, and that citations 
would also be issued to ex-Warden Raabe, 
Keeper McCabe, and ex-Keepers Schneer 
and Schoen, and all others who were in any 
way concerned in the escape of the pris- 
oners. 

District Attorney Macfarlane and Mar- 
skal McCarty yesterday received communi. 
eations from Acting United States Attor- 
ney General Dodge, directing each to fully 
investigate the escape, and place the blame 
where it properly belongs. 

Old “ Bill’’ Vosburgh, Russell's father-in- 
law, was the former associate of ‘* Dan” 
Noble, Johnny Carroll, and Johnny Jordan. 
He is now sixty-seven yearsold. With “Dan” 
Noble, he was concerned in the Lord bond 
robbery in 1866, the Gracie King robbery 
in 1867, and the theft of bonds from the 
office of the Royal Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, in 1878. He lives in Harlem, and he 
and his home are under surveillance by the 
Central Office detectives. 

The two women who called on the pris- 
oners are known as Boland and Fitzpatrick, 
and live in West Fortieth Street. They are 
the women with whom Killoran and Allen 
always consorted when in the city. They 
are being sought for by the police, as it 
is believed that sooner or later the fugt- 
tives will communicate with them. 

Schneer was seen in the neighborhood of 
the jail yesterday. He told a story about 
the treatment of the prisoners by the jaia 
officials which differs in many respects from 
that told by Warden Raabe and by Schneer 
himself on the day of the escape. 

“No criminal! prisoners except Allen, Kil- 
loran, and Russell were allowed into the 
yard for exercise,’ said Schneer. — 

“From the first day that the three Post 
Office thieves were brought to the jail they 
did as they pleased. They paid Raabe $15 
a week each for beard, and had all the 
privileges that could possibly be accorded 
them. They got up when they pleased, had 
their baths every morning, took their meals 
at the Warden's table, and lounged about 
the reception room and in the yard. They 
were not locked in their cells until 10 o’clock 
at iP Werden Raabe says they received no 
visitors, he says what is not true. - They 
were allowed to see all the visitors who 
called. On the Monday be fore they got away, 
old ‘ Bill’ Vosburgh, Russell’s father-in-law, 
called and was with the prisoners for three 
hours in the jail yard. 1 watched the four 
men talking together at the back wall, but 
I couldn’t hear what they were talking 
about. The next day two women came to 
see Allen and Killoran, and remained with 
them for several hours. On the day before 
they got away Vosburgh again visited the 
prisoners, and spent several hours with 
er the morning of the escape I was 
due at the prison at 5 0 clock.

The complainant alleges 
that he should be carried to Willetts Ave- 
nue for one five-cent fare, and should not 
be compelled to pay an additional fare after 
passing One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street. The railroad company in its answer 
denies that it operates that portion of the 
road above One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street, saying that it only owns that portion 
of the tracks across the Harlem River, and 
that the remainder of the road to Willetts 
Avenue is owned by the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, 
which company operates from Willetts Ave- 
nue to One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street, there connecting with the Manhat- 


tan Road. a .

Asbury Park Wheelmen Give the Vis- 
itors a Cordial Welcome. 


RIGHTY RIDERS COME FROM DENVER 


Wheelmen and Wheelwomen Throng 
the Beautiful City by the Sea to 
Attend the National Meet of 
the American League. 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., July 8—The 
round-up of the cyclists in this seaside city 
continues to-day without perceptible abate- 
ment, Every train deposited wheels and

HE CHARGES AGAINST EXCISE MEN |" 


Insp2ctor Lion Accused of Taking Money from 
a Caloon Keeper—Commissioners to 
Make an Investigation. 


The charges of bribery, which Mr. and 
Mrs. John Licbenow of 9 East Third Street 
have brought against certain Excise Jn- 
spectors, and which they have sworn to 
before Commissioner of Accounts Terry, 
have led to some friction between the Ex- 
cise Commissioners and the Commissioners 
of Accounts. 

Agent Dennett of the Parkhurst society 
brought the case to the attention of the 
Commissioners of Accounts. They proceed- 
ed to investigate. They examined Mr, and 
Mrs. Liebenow Saturday, as told in he 
New-York Times of Sunday. 

The Excise Commissioners sent word to 
the Commissioners of Accounts yesterday 
that the examination of such complaints 
belonged to the Excise Department. As 
a result, the Commissioners of Accounts 
aropped the investigation, and to-day they 
will send to the Excise Commissioners 
* transcripts of the testimony taken. 

Agent Dennett of the Parkhurst society 
told an employe of the Excise Department 
yesterday that the complaint involved Ex- 
cise Inspectors Julius Steinberger, Edward 
Lion, and one other, whose name _he did 
not mention. Mr. Steinberger was a mem- 
ber of the Committee of Seventy before his 
appointment March 28 as an Excise In- 
spector. Agent Dennett says there is no 
evidence whatever against Mr. Steinberger 
that connects him with the taking of money. 

To a reporter for The New-York Times 
Mr. Steinberger said Saturday that he had 
no knowledge of the Liebenow matter what- 
ever. He was not on duty in that inspection 
district at the time covered by the charges, 
he said. Rs 

Liebenow bought the saloon of Max Fen- 
drich, at 75 Second Avenue, in March. 

The charges made before Commissioner 
Terry aver that Excise Inspector Edward 
Lion called several times on Liebenow while 
the latter was trying to get Feadrich’'s 
license transferred, and that Liebenow paid 
Lion $50 in four payments to get the license 
transferred. When Lion called at the sa- 
loon, according to the statement, he had 
the third Inspector, whose name is_ not 
known, with him on most occasions. It is 
said that Mr. Steinberger was in the sa- 
loon with him also on one or more visits, 
ae not, it is believed, when money was 
paid. 

The assertion is made, however, that 
all three Inspectors had drinks in the £a- 
loon for which no money was paid to the 
proprietor. 

The Excise Commissioners will investigate. 


THE NEW ELECTION DISTRICTS 


SOME BOUNDARIES TO BE ALTERED 
BY THE POLICE BOARD. 


To Hold a Meeting for That Purpose 


To-day —Ex-Mayor Mathews of 


Boston Makes a Complaint. 


The Police Commissioners held a meet- 
Ing late yesterday afternoon at which Gen. 
Rodenbaugh, chief of the Electric Bureau, 
submitted a report of the division of the 
new Assembly districts of the city into 
election districts. The report showed 1,379 
districts, not including the territory in the 
new annexed district. There were 1,141 dis- 
tricts last year. 

President Roosevelt called the attention 
of his colleagues to a complaint made by 
Alderman Woodward of the new Twenty- 
third Assembly District, that some of the 
districts in his Assembly district are badly 
laid out. 

Commissioners Parker and Grant said 
they had received similar complaints, and 
it was decided to make a few changes in 
the boundaries of some of the districts 
before approving thein. 

The board will have a special meeting for 
this purpose at 10 o’clock this morning. 

Commissioner Parker said that he had 
eonferred with Gen. Rodenbaugh and 
Patrolman Henry Hildenbrand of the 
Election Bureau, who had laid out the new 
districts, and he found that the work was 
well done. ‘‘It was a hard task,’’ he said, 
“to arrange ‘these districts in compliance 
with law. They had to be so arranged that 
there will be as near to 250 voters in each 
district as possible. In some instances the 
Assembly district overlapped a Judicial dis- 
trict, and this had to be considered in fix- 
ing the boundaries in the election district. 
There is no election district where there 
will have to be a special box for the vote 
for a judicial candidate. We will, however, 
consider the changes that have been sug- 
gested in the boundaries of some of the 
election districts, and pass on #ll of them 
to-morrow.”’

HIS WIFE'S BODY NOT EXHUMED 
WOLF SILVERMAN FIGHTS A LIFL 
INSURANCE COMPANY. 


Justice Stover Vacates His Own Or- 
der for an Examination of the Body 
—Resistance by Cemetery Mcn. 


Wolf Silverman is determined to keep the 
body of his wife, Annie, underground, and 
the Empire Life Insurance Company is 
equal®y determined to have it taken up, 

The insurance company on Saturday ob- 
tained an order from Justice Stover of the 
Supreme Court in this city, directing the 
officials of Washington Cemetery to permit 
the exhumation of Mrs. Silverman’s body. 
The representatives of the company, armed 
with, the order, proceeded at once to the 
cemetery, in Brooklyn, thinking they would 
have clear sailing. But they were mis- 
taken. The cemetery people refused to 
recognize the court’s order. 

‘* We will have you sent to jail for con- 
tempt of court,’’ threatened the insurance 
men. 

“ All right; go ahead,’ calmly answered 
the cemetery men, 

“We will take the body up by force, 
whether you like it or not,’’ then declared 
the insurance people, taking another tack. 

‘Yes? You try, and maybe we will be 
doing some business in new graves before 
you get through with your force,’’ was the 
sinister answer; and then the cemetery of- 
ficials added: 

** You can just get out of here as fast as 
possible. You are wasting your time, and 
if you try force you will get hurt, even if 
you do not conclude to stay for good. Mrs. 
Silverman will remain where she is. She 
was buried here by her husband’s orders, 
and it is against the Hebrew custom to 
permit exhumation. We are certainly not 


going to aliow her body to be taken up 
without her husband’s knowledge.”’ 

So the insurance men went away, having 
had their trouble for their pains. 

The order for the exhumation was ob- 
tained by Mooney & Shipman, attorneys 
for the insurance company, on the affidavit 
of the President of the insurance company. 
This affidavit set forth that Mrs. Silverman 
obtained a policy for $3,000 in May of this 
year, and that she died on June 2, within 
torty days after the issuance of the policy. 
She was buried on June 30 in Washington 
Cemetery without notice to the company. 
This was deemed suspicious by the com- 
pany, especially as, the officers allege, they 
learned that Mrs. Silverman’s application 
for life insurance had been rejected by two 
other compantes. 

They therefore asked leave to take up 
the body in order that the representatives 
of the company might examine it, 

Mr. Silverman, who lives at 208% Broome 
Street, appeared in court yesterday with 
his attorney, Abraham <A. Joseph, and 
asked that the order permitting the ex- 
humation be set aside. Mr. Joseph submit- 
ted an affidavit made by Mr. Silverman, in 
which it was set forth that there was 
nothing suspicious in the death and burial 
of Mrs. Silverman, and nothing to warrant 
taking up the body. The burial took place 
within twelve hours of death, Mr. Silver- 
man declared, in accordance with Jewish 
custom, Continuing, the widower said the 
company gave his wife a ‘ second-class 
policy ’’ of $3,000, which entitled the heirs 
to only $1,500. 

He paid the first premium of $63.96 on 
the policy, and after her death he was in- 
formed by the officials, he declared, that if 
he did not take back the premium which 
he had paid and release the policy, they 
‘““ would make trouble’’ for him. About the 
Same time that Mrs. Silverman obtained 
the policy her husband also obtained a 
policy from the company for $1,000. 

He declared that the purpose of the com- 
pany in getting the order to exhume the 
body of his wife was to annoy and harrass 
him, and if possible to force him into mak- 
ing a settlement with them as to the pay- 
ment of the policy. Finally he most stren- 
uously protested against the body being ex- 
humed, because, he declared, that such a 
ni rs is a violation of the orthodox Hebrew 
rites. 

After hearing arguments on both sides, 
Justice Stover vacated the order that he 
had granted on Saturday for the exhuma- 
tion of the body on the ground that such 
an order should not have been granted to 
any one but the District Attorney. 

He informed the counsel for the Empire 
Company that if they had any facts of a 
suspicious character relative to the death 
of Mrs, Silverman they should be presented 
to the District Attorney, who would act in 
the matter if the facts justified it. 

It was afterward stated that the District 
Attorney would be asked to investigate the 
matter, ° 


WIFE-MURDERER NINO SENTENCED 


To Die Early in August—Recorder Gott 
Convinced of His Sanity. 


Another prisoner will be placed in the 
death house at Sing Sing to-day, in the per- 
son of Vincenzo Nino, the Italian wife mur- 
dereyr, 

Recorder Goff sentenced him yesterday to 
die some time in the week beginning Aug. 
12, and he was placed in the custody of 
Sheriff Tamsen., 

Nino kept up what Recorder Goff called 
his shamming of insanity to the end. 
While the death sentence was being pro- 
nounced on him he kept mumbling to him- 
self, and, when asked if he had anything to 
say why sentence should not be pronounced, 
he replied in Italian: 

‘What reason is there why I should die? 
What have I done? Who bought the razor? 
Where will I go?”’ 

A. H. Evans, the prisoner’s counsel, 
moved for a new trial, which was refused 
by the Recorder. A request for an arrest 
of judgment on the ground of the defend- 
ant’s insanity was likewise refused by the 
Recorder, who said: 

The conduct of this defendant during the trial 
dispelled any doubt as to his sanity that I might 
have had. His memory was perfect, he recog- 
nized what the court was for, and, above all, he 
evidently knew what every stage of his trial 
meant. 

Throughout the trial he was decorous until it 
came to the charge, when he became violent and 
disorderly, and he recognized that that was a 
vital time in his case. 

To further delay the proceedings of law would 
be a travesty upon justice. He was guilty of the 
most horrible, brutal, and bloody crime that has 
ever come to my notice. He slaughtered his poor 
wife for money in the presence of their children, 
and bespattered their faces with the, blood of the 
wife and mother. It was a deliberate and pre- 
meditated murder. 

I deny the motion, and I think that his feigned 
insanity is but a tissue of the imagination. 

Sheriff Tamsen took charge of the pris- 
oner in person, and led him away to the 
Tombs, Nino keeping up a constant fire of 
exclamations on the way. He will be taken 
to Sing Sing Prison this morning, 


MRS. NORMAN MUNRO WANTS TO BID 


She Seeks Permission to Purchase Her 
Husband's Business, 


Justice Ingraham, in the Supreme Court, 
has granted an order appointing George G. 
Frelinghuysen referee for the purpose of 
inquiring into the application of Mrs. Hen- 
rietta EX. Munro, the widow of Norman L. 
Munro, for permission to bid for the pur- 
chase of the business which her husband 
left. 

William T. Gray is appointed guardian of 
the children, Norman and Henry Munro, for 
the purpose of protecting their interests in 
the property. 

Mr. Munro died in February, 1894, leaving 
an estate estimated to be worth over $1,UU0,- 
000, including his publishing business at 24 
and 26 Vandewater Street. He left all of his 
estate to his wife and two children, and 
appointed George Munro and Frank Squier 
executors. ; 

The publishing business has ven placed 
in the hands of several agents for sale, 
but they have failed to receive any offer 
for it. The executors are anxious to make 
a final accounting of their trust, and will 
be unable to do sa until the business is 
sold. The widow, in order to protect her 
rights and the rights of the children, deems 
it best to have a chance to bid at the sate 
of the business when it is offered, and to 
purchase it if necessary.

S. Stokes and the Hoffman House, in the 
action brought by William E. D. Stokes 
against Edward S. Stokes, for an account- 
ing as to the management and disposition 
of the property of the old Hoffman House 
corporation. 

The action is brought by William E. D. 
Stokes as a stockholder and creditor, and 
in it misconduct is charged against the 
Directors. The case was partially tried 
before Justice, Ingraham several months 
ago. He directed that a reference would 
have to be ordered to pass upon the ac- 
counts. 

The referee is to investigate the dealings 
between Edward 8S. Stokes and the Hoffman 
House, and especially the accounts known 
as the Hoffman House account, the Edward 
Stokes account, the Edward S. Stokes 
yacht account, ande the Fenwick Hall ac- 
count. 


Decision Against the Excise Board. 


Judge Bischoff, in the Court of Common 
Pleas, yesterday handed down a decision 
in favor of Louis Schmidt, upon his ap- 
plication for a writ of certiorari to compel 
the Board of Excise to grant him a license 
for the saloon at 84 Broadway. 

Judge Bischoff’s decision follows that of 
the General Term of the Superior Court, in 
the case of Cairns against the Board of 
Excise Commissioners, and directs that the 
Commissioners issue a license to Schmidt 
and pay $50 costs. 

Schmidt’s application for a renewal of 
the license was refused, on the. ground 
that the entrance to the saloon was within 
200 feet of Trinity Church. The Commis- 
sioners held that Schmidt, who.came into 
the possession of the premises on July 7, 
1895, was not a licensed saloon keeper. prior 
to the enactment of Chapter 480 of the 
Laws of 1893. 

Schmidt relied on the fact that the saloon 
had been licensed for sixteen years pre- 
vious to his purchasing it. Since the de- 
cision of the Genera] Term of the Superior 
Court, fully sixty licenses revoked upon 
the same ground have been renewed.

It may safely be predicted that within 
the next year or two electric force wil 
displace steam on many branch lines 
of the trunk roads and on a large number 
of short suburban lines which exist inde- 
pendently or the tracks of which are sep- 
arated from those of the trunk systems 
with which they are connected by corpo- 
rate ties. It also seems probable that 
within a year or two freight may be 
moyed by electricity on some of the trunk 
roads where separate tracks are used 
for such traffic. 

But while electric force will probably 
displace steam eventually in the long- 
distance passenger seryice of the trunk 
lines, there are formidable obstacles to 
be surmounted and difficult problems to 
be solved before this substitution can 
take place. The successful use of elec- 
tric foree on the suburban and branch 
lines, however, will assist in the solution 
of those problems, and the demand for 
improved motors and motor systems for 
long-distance service, now apparent to 
inventors and manufacturers of electric- 
al machinery, will be supplied in the 
We referred recently to 
the fact that important experiments are 
being made at the great manufacturing 
plants, and it may reasonably be ex-

A HARD SEASON FOR THE CANALS. 

The canalboat men have been complain- 
ing that the present season is a peculiarly 
hard and discouraging one for them. 
The statistics of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works at Albany show that the ton- 
nage thus far has been scarcely more 
than haif that of last year for the same 
period. This may have a depressing ef- 
fect upon the cause of canal improve- 
ment, which is to come before the people 
in the campaign of the present year, 
but it should not have. 

The canals have suffered from three 


causes, One is the unusually low rate of 


transportation by railroad. Railroad 


rates for grain are always put down dur- 
ing the season - of- navigation, and of 
course the canals are compelled to un- 
derbid them to get traffic, because their 
movement is so much slower. But this 
season the usual Summer rates from the 
West have been “‘cut’’ by the railroads 
themselves in their competition with each 
other. If the agreement of the Trunk 
Line Presidents to restore the regular 
schedules and to abide by them is ad- 
hered to, it will afford some relief to the 
canalmen, who have been crowded down 
to a point at which they can make noth- 
ing. 

Another cause of complaint among the 
boatmen is an old one.

HOW TO DEAL WITH OBNOXIOUS 
LAWS. 

The officers of a Good Government 
Club composed chiefly of German-Amer- 
ican citizens have assured the Police 
Commissioners of the approval of their

of German-Americans generally,’’ of the

policy of enforcing the excise law strictly, 
so long as it stands on the statute book. 
This is the only consistent position that 
law-abiding citizens.can take, whatever 
they may think of the wisdom or justice 
of the law. The worst effect of forcing 
obnoxious laws upon any community is 
to foster a spirit of disrespect for law 
and a disposition to evade it. It is an 
encouragement of anarchy; but the 
proper remedy is a change of the laws 
and not a connivance at their evasion. 

American citizens in this city, of what- 
ever extraction, who believe in maintain- 
ing regard for law but who consider the 
provisions of the excise law with refer- 
ence to Ring on Sunday as oppressive 
or as inexpedient, should uphold the 
present authorities in the faithful en- 
forcement of the law as they find it, and 
work for such a modification of its pro- 
visions as they deem advisable, For the 
present there is but one way to work for 
this. They must keep up an agitation 
upon public sentiment, which the strict 
enforcement of the law will help, and 
look forward to choosing representatives 
to the next Legislature who will be in 
sympathy with their object; 

The next Legislature will consist of 
50 Senators and 150 Assemblymen, all of 
whom are to be chosen at the election in 
November. Less than one-fourth of the 
membership will be chosen in this city, 
but it is to be presumed that in other 


populous urban communities much the 


game sentiment exists as in New-York. 


If all these together cannot control legis- 
lation on this subject, they can make a 
demonstration of their desires and de- 
mands which will command respect 
throughout the State. They need not ask 
the Legislature to change its policy for 
the State at large, or make any demand 
in regard to provisions of the law apply- 
ing elsewhere. They should ask only for 
power to decide the question for them- 
selves, so far as it relates to themselves. 

This is a matter for ‘“ home rule.’’ Lo- 
cal authorities depend upon local senti- 
ment for support, and even for continu- 
ance in power, and it is not right that 
the duty should be imposed upon them 
of enforcing laws obnoxious to the senti- 
ment from which they must derive sup- 
port.

“THE SPHINX” AT THE CASINO 


A New Operetta by Two Americans Is 
Received with Much Kindness. 


The production of a new operetta by 
American writers requires a considerable 
amount of courage on the part of a man- 
ager in these days. It is not because there 
are no Americans who can write a really 
good operetta, but because there are so few 
managers who know a good one when they 
see it. They are taking a great risk in 
trusting to their own judgment, and they 
know it. Few of them can appreciate a 
libretto which combines humor with an ap- 
peal to the intelligence of a cultivated au- 
dience, and for that reason they produce 
mighty poor stuff as a rule—and then the 
failure is laid at the door of the American 
librettist as a class. It is, of course, more 
easy to find music that will please the gen- 
eral public, for the strictly musical public 
is not particularly fond of the theatre. 

Mr. Harry Askin is the latest adventurer 
in the field of American operetta.: About a 
year ago he discovered in Boston a work 
called ‘‘ The Sphinx,”” and some two months 
ago he produced it in the Hub of the uni- 
verse. It pleased the Boston press and pub- 
lic, and drew large audiences. Hence Mr. 
Askin decided that he had run across a rare 
gem, and he determined to let its Nght shine 
before the New-York public. He produced 


it last night at the Casino, and the result 
was thet while it cannot be said to have 
achieved a pronounced success, it was a 
long way from failure. ‘‘The Sphinx” is 
not without merit, and when the actors en- 
gaged in it have recovered from their nerv- 
ousness, it will probably afford a pleasant 
evening’s recreation, 

As usual, the weak part of the work ‘s 
the book, which was written by William 
Maynadier Browne, and has had a certain 
amount of stereotyped operetta fun injected 
into it by the comedian, Edwin Stevens. 
Poker, intoxication, shrewish wife, trolley 
cars, and the rest of the familiar products 
of a comedian’s fevered imagination were 
on hand, together with one or two jokes 
which Mr. Rice’s burlesque players made 
familiar to us earlier in the season. Aside 
from these halting attempts, Mr. Browne’s 
dialogue and lyrics proceeded on a \evel of 
deadly dullness, though he had an ingenious 
story founded on an idea which ought to 
have been fruitful. The idea of having 
the Sphinx a living woman, whose business 
it is to propound riddles to be guessed on 
the spot is by no means bad, and lots of 
comedy can be got out of her falling in love 
with the comedian of the operetta. Unfort- 
unately, Mr. Browne lacks a knowledge or 
the art of dramatic construction, and hence 
his good ideas are not advantageously de- 
veloped. He has good situations which do 
not tell because badly handled, and scenes 
which ought to be full of bright lzes, but 
ure not. 

Mr. Lewis 8. Thompson, the composer of 
the music, gives more promise, though he, 
too, has still a good deal to learn. He has 
the prime requisite, the ability to invent 
brisk, fluent, jingling tunes. The public 
that goes to hear operettas likes simple 
elementary rhythms, well accentuated and 
plainly constructed melodies. Mr. Thomp- 
son knows how to write these, though he is 
bound to be reminiscent when he essays 
waltz movements. What the young com- 
poser lacks at present is skill in orchestra- 
tion and deficiency in the art of building up 
ensembles and reaching musical climaxes. 
His finales are tuneful, but they run on too 
smooth a level. But he is a young man, 
and to have produced an operetta score 
which contains half a dozen really good 
numbers is to have proclaimed himself a 
very promising beginner. He will in the 
future, however, have to elevate his style, 
or he will have no permanent hold on the 
public. His music is at present too easily 
made, and gives the impression that it 
might have been written by any one, and 
merely as a pastime. 

Not much can be said tn praise of the 
performers. Mr. Stevens was well suited 
to the role of Professor Papyrus, and his 
work evoked plenty of laughter. Miss 
Marie Millard, as Hathor, the spirit of the 
Sphinx, sang prettily with a very light so- 
prano voice, and pleased the audience by 
her quiet and refined manner. Mrs. Laura 
vopes- Beit, who was Pteecha, principal of 
a ladies’ seminary, has fallen into tiresome 
ways. Of the others, nothing need be said. 
The work was well put on the stage, the 
moonlight view of the Sphinx and pyramids 
in Ac}, II. being especially effective. The 
cast was as follows:

FERNALD AND ASSERSON ARE RELIEVED 


it Is Thought that No Naval Courte 
MartinlI Will Be Ordered. 


WASHINGTON, July 8,—Nava! Construact- 
or ®rancis T. Bowles, who has E-cen at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard since 1886, and Civil 
Engineer A. G. Menocal, of Nicaragua 
Canal fame, have been-chosen to succeed 
Fernald and Asserson, who will be given no 
further duty, but will remain under re- 
duced pay, without quarters, on Waiting 
orders. 


It has been predicted for some time that 
neither of the accused officers would be 
able to clear himself of the serious charges 
brought by the Knapp Board, which began 
its investigations last Fall, and reported nu- 
merous violations of the regulations relate 
ing to the employment of labor. Secretary 
Herbert has promised to make public this 
report and the excuses offered by Feynald 
and Asserson to-morrow. 

Constructor Bowles, who will report at the 
New-York yard within the next two weeks, 
is a young and vigorous officer, who entered 
the construction corps only twelve years 
ago, being the first officer in that corps to 
pass through the Naval Academy and toe 
secure the advantages of a technical educa- 
tion abroad. He has made a remarkable 
record in the past nine years at the Nore- 
folk Yard, which was situated in a section 
destitute of skilled labor when he went 
there. In spite of these difficulties and the 
disadvantage of youth, he has succeeded in 
building the battleship Texas, the cruiser 
Raleigh, and in raising the yard to a rank 
almost equal to that at San Francisco, 
which is the best ‘n the country. 

The criticisms ‘regarding political tin- 
fluences exerted m labor matters at the 
New-York Yard, which have been current 
for so many years, it is declared will cease 
as promptly after he takes charge as they 
did at Norfolk when he went there. 

It is stated positively at the Navy De- 
partment that no steps have been taken to 
court-martial either Fernald or Assersan, 
and probably none will be taken unless the 
affected officers demand a court of inquiry. 
The Judge Advocate General, while famil- 
iar with the matter, has not been called 
upon to consider the case officially. 


PRACTICE IN NORMAL SCHOOLS 


The Subject Discussed at the Educa- 


tional Convention in Denver. 


DENVER, Coi., July 8.—The attendance 
of spectators at the meetings of the Coun- 
ell of Education has been increasing each 
day, and at this morning’s session the dis- 
comfort from lack of room. was so great 
that the afternoon session was held in 
the auditorium of the Denver high school. 
The report of the Committee on Normal 
Education was presented by the Chairman, 
John W. Cook, President of the IMlinois 
State Normal School at Normal. The topic 
discussed was, ‘‘ The Kind and Amount 


of Practice Work, and Its Place in the 
Normal School Course.” 

Prof, Cook’s paper was a résumé of the 
various plans adopted, with comparisons 
and conclusions. The questions, What time 
shall practice work begin? and How much 
of it shall be done? were the main ones, 
The report recommended practice work after 
a year of theoretic work, to be carried on 
a part of each day. The committee depre- 
cated the custom of some normal schools 
requiring diplomas from high schools, which 
is claimed to result in filling the normals 
with girls and the schools with women 
teachers, the theory being that man’s influ- 
enee is as much needed in the schools ag 
that of woman.

“JOHN W. FOSTER AT HOM 


He Says the Chinese-Japanese Peace 
- Will Be Lasting. 


THE RUSSIAN LOAN IS SUFFICIENT 


Covers Half the Indemnity Payments 
and the Rest.Can Be Cared 
For by the Mongols 
Unaided. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—John W. Foster 
has arrived at his home in this city from 
China, where he served as counsel to the 
Chinese peace envoys in the negotiations to 


end the Chinese-Japanese war. Mr. Foster 


has been absent from Washington on this 
mission nearly seven months, having start- 
ed Dec, 22, 1894, 

Until the day he left Shanghai for home, 
after having accompanicd Lord Li to For- 
mosa to transfer that island to the Japa- 
nese, in accordance with the provisions of 
the treaty of Shimonoseki, Mr. Foster was 
engaged, almost night and day in the labors 
of his office. He comes back somewhat 
fatigued, and ready for a Summer’s rest. 
This he will take at his cottage at Hender- 
s0n Harbor, on Lake Ontario, near the 
Thousand Islands. The wearing strain of 
his arduous duties has been nothing like so 
great as has been represented. Reports 
have been printed to the effect that anx- 
fety over the delivery of Formosa and the 
danger to Lord Li’s life in consequence of 
the disfavor in which he was held for ced- 
ing away the territory, had aged Mr. Fos- 
ter by twenty years. These statements ap- 
pear to be well-intended exaggerations. 

As soon as he can arrange for his trip to 
Lake Ontario, by the transaction of press- 
ing business, Mr. Foster will leave Wash- 
ington for the Summer. He hopes to get 
away this week. John B. Henderson, Jr., 
who accompanied Mr. Foster in the ca- 
pacity of private secretary, did not return 
with him, but remained on the Pacific coast 
to make a trip through the Yosemite Val- 
ley. 

Mr. Foster was asked for his opinion of 
the prospects of permanent peace between 
China and Japan as the result of the treaty 
of Shimonoseki. He replied: 

“There is good reason to expect per- 
manent peace between the two empires. 
The terms demanded by Japan may, under 
the circumstances, be regarded as reason- 
able, especially in view of the retrocession 
of the Liao Tung Peninsula. The treaty 
has been observed and carried out by China 


with scrupulous good faith. Her conduct in 
this respect has created a very favorable 
impression in Japan.”’ 

“Cable dispatches announcing the con- 
clusion of the arrangements for a loan of 
$80,000,000 to China contain speculations as 
to China’s ability to meet her financial ob- 
ligations to Japan. Is there any warrant 
for the intimation that she will fail in this 
regard?”’ 

“IT think not. The proceeds of the loan 
which has been placed through Russian in- 
fluence will enable China to pay the first 
two installments of the indemnity. These 
two instaliments cover half of the indem- 
nity, and the balance, extending over a 
period of six years, will be a comparatively 
easy burden for the Chinese Government if 
any skill whatever is shown in the man- 
agement of the imperial revenues. The 
country has great resources, and has never 
yet failed in its financial engagements, 

ence the peace concluded at Shimonoseki 
is not likely to be broken on account of 
the shortcomings of China. If a rupture 
occurs, it is more likely to be brought about 
by the intermeddling of the European pow- 
ers.”’ 

“What is thought of the attitude of these 
powers toward the parties to the recent 
contest? ’”’ 

“The intervention of Russia, on account 
of the terms of peace, was not unexpected, 
and it is not unnatural, in view of her pre- 
dominating interests in the Orient, especial- 
ly on the North Pacific coast of Asia. That 
France followed the lead of Russia created 
no surprise in the East; but that Germany 
should unite with them in a display of 
force against Japan was entirely unexpect- 
ed, and is not yet understood. British resi- 
dents in China and Japan are very bitter in 
criticism of their Government for its ab- 
stention in the matter. They allege that 
its failure to join with the other powers in 
rearranging the terms of peace has lost for 
their country much prestige, and has left 
Russia a free hand inits influence and con- 
trol at Pekin. Of all the countries diplomat- 
ically concerned in the contest, the United 
States has come out of it with better grace 
than any other.”’ 

““Why is that?’’ 

** Because, from the first, her interest has 
been recognized by both belligerents as 
purely disinterested, her only desire being to 
render such service as would bring about 
an honorable and lasting peace. The con- 
duct of the State Department in its very 
delicate relations with both combatants has 
been marked by good judgment and by few 
mistakes, and the good offices of our Minis- 
ters and Consuls in China and Japan, where 
they represented the interests of beth Gov- 
ernments, have been very useful and are 
highly appreciated by both nations.” 

Mr. Foster was asked why he declined to 
accept the offer to remain in China as the 
adviser of the Government, the first ever 
made to any foreigner to enter into the 
councils of that nation. He answered that 
during the last twenty-five years he had 
spent the greater portion in foreign lands, 
and that while his residences abroad had 
been generally pleasant, he had found no 
country equal to his native land, and he de- 
sired to spend the rest of his days in his 
own country and his own home. He ad- 
mitted, however, that if the invitation had 
eome five or ten years earlier in his career 
he would probably not have declined it. 

Mr. Foster’s statement that the demands 
of Japan were reasonable in view of the 
conditions obtaining at the time the nego- 
tiations began make pertinent a summary 
of what Japan was induced to abate from 
those demands, which illustrate the value to 
China of his services, inasmuch as the Chi- 
nese authorities concede that but for Mr. 
Foster’s presence at Shimonoseki and Chee- 
Foo, there probably would have been no 
agreement between the parties. 

The Pekin and Tien-Tsin Times, in an 
editorial review of the negotiations in the 
{ssue containing the document and history 
of the treaty, says that the document, as 
finally promulgated, showed an abatement 
of one-third ($144,400,000) of the amount of 
the indemnity claimed; the reduction by 
one-half of the area of territory claimed 
on the mainland, (the Laio Tung Peninsula, 
which Japan promised Russia to return to 
China;) the reduction of the payment to 
be made by China of the cost of the Japa- 
mese army of occupation pending the per- 
formance of the treaty obligations by China. 
from the whole estimated sum ($1,600,000) 
to one-quarter of the cost, ($400,000;) the 
restriction of occupation of Chinese terri- 
tory by Japanese troops to one post—Wei- 
Hei-Wei, in the Province of Shan Tung— 
and the abandonment of the right to oc- 
cupy Feng-Tien Fu, (Moukden,) in the 
Province of Shan Tung. There was also 
a@ complete abandonment by Japan of the 
claim for special privileges to her subjects 
trading in China, the immunity from cer- 
tain taxation imposed by China upon other 
foreigners doing business in her territory, 
and the right of Japanese traders to pay 
for their purchase in China in the currency 
of Japan. 

Mr. Foster brings home with him many 
valuable and interesting souvenirs of his 
trip. Prominent among these are a pair of 
almost priceless ¢loisonné vases, presented 
to him by the merchaats of Tokio, in recog- 
nition of their appreciation of his services 
in bringing about peace, and a large num- 
ber of pictorial and other publications of 
the war, with which the press of Japan 
flooded the country. 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—The War De-

recall of Lieut. Morgan J. O’Brien, the mil- 
itary attaché of the Legation at Tokio.

FIGARO AND MINISTER EUSTIS. 


What Sensational Newspaper Makes 
Him Say What He Should Not. 


PARIS, July 8.—The Figaro prints what 
purports to be an interview with United 
States Ambassador Eustis, in which he is 
made to say that nothing has been de- 
cided regarding his candidacy for the Presi- 
dency of the United States. 

Speaking of the Chino-Japanese war, Mr. 
Bustis is reported as saying that he great- 
ly admired the Japanese, and regretted 
very much that they had not taken Pekin.

SEVERAL ENCOUNTERS IN CUBA. 


the 
Suffer Small Losses, 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 8.—Gens. 
Salcedo and Bazan made a reconnoisance 
at Yateras yesterday, and had two slight 
encounters with insurgent bands, resulting 
in the killing of six rebels. The Govern- 
ment lost two killed and six wounded. 

Gen. Navarro reports that July 6 he en- 
gaged in battle with a band of insurgents 
under Chief Sosa, near Cobre, killing three 
of Sosa’s men, and taking two prisoners. 

KEY WEST, Fla., July 8.—Private ad- 
vices from Cuba state that a Spanish Gen- 
eral recently left Santiago de Cuba with 
1,250 men and two pieces of artillery to 
attack an insurgent hospital, expecting to 
capture the wounded and convey them to 
the city. In the vicinity of the hospital, 
on a hill, Gen. José Maceo lay in ambush 
with 1,500 Cubans. Before the Spaniards 


were aware of their presence the Cubans 
poured several well-directed volleys into 
the Spanish ranks. This engagement took 
place July 3, 

On July 7 250 men of this regiment, in a 
most forlorn and dilapidated condition, re- 
turned to Santiago de Cuba. It is believed 
the others were either killed or wounded. 
Many of the men came in without shoes, 
knapsacks, or arms, 

There is a rumor in Cuba that the Span- 
ish Government has hired men to assas- 
sinate Gen. Gomez and Gen, Maceo. Lieut. 
Bacera Romero, a gallant Spanish officer, 
is afflicted with yellow fever. At Mulato 
the large sugar planters are afraid to plant 
for fear of the insurgents setting fire to 
their plantations, Every precaution is taken 
here to prevent expeditions leaving. 


HAVANA, July 8.—Advices that have 
reached here from Santiago de Cuba are 
to the effect that Major Sanchez, com- 
manding a Government force, discovered 
1,500 insurgents, under command of the 
rebel chief, Rabi, strongly posted near 
Manzanillo. Major Sanchez thereupon sent 
a message to Major Aznar, inviting him 
to join forces and attack the rebels. The 
insurgents captured the messenger and 
hanged him. 

They then sent a reply to Major Sanchez’s 
message, signing Major Aznar’s name to 
it, directing that an attack on the jnsur- 
gents be made at another point. 

Major Sanchez fell into the trap and ad- 
vanced as directed in the forged message. 
His force was suddenly attacked by the 
rebels in a narrow defile. The insurgents 
charged on the Spanish troops, wielding 
the deadly machete freely. The troops 
were unable to manoeuvre, owing to the 
lack of space. 

Two Sergeants, one at the head of thirty 
and the other at the head of twelve men, 
gained commanding positions, and succeed- 
ed in checking the insurgents, shooting all 
that came within range of their rifles. 
Their fire was so deadly that the rebels 
made no further attempt to charge, and the 
troops were enabled to escape from the de- 
file in which they had been ambushed. 

The Government force then attacked the 
main positions of the rebels, and compelled 
them to retreat. The insurgents lost 280 
killed. The Government loss was 560 killed 
and wounded. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—The cruiser At- 
lanta, which arrived at Port Au Prince 
Saturday njght, directly from New-York, 
under orders to cruise in Cuban waters to 
prevent the violation of neutrality laws, 
left that port this morning for Santiago 
de Cuba. The instructions of Capt.t Crom- 
well, her commander directed him to cruise 
to the south of Cuba, performirfg duty sim- 
ilar to that of the Raleigh on the north 
of Cuba. 


RAILROAD MEN'S BANQUET, 


Spanish Troops and Insurgents 


Address by President Henry 8S, Haincs 
of the American Association, 


LONDON, July 8.—The Railway Compa- 
nies’ Association gave a dinner to-night at 
the Crystal Palace to the delegates to the 
International Railway Congress. Lord Stal- 


bridge, Chairman of the London and North- 
western Railway Company, presided. 

Henry S. Haines, President of the Ameri- 
can Railway Association, made a speech, 
during which he referred to the interest 
the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and the 
Board of Trade had taken in the congress. 
He hoped that British railway men would 
soon visit America. 

Seven hundred and fifty persons were 
present at the banquet. 


The Queen Dissolves Parliament. 

LONDON, July 8.—A meeting of the Privy 
Council, attended by Lord Salisbury, Pre- 
mier; Baron Halsbury, Lord High Chan- 
cellor, and the Right Hon. A. Akers-Doug- 
las, First Commissioiner of Works, was 
held at Wirdsor to-day, when the Queen 
signed the proclamation dissolving Parlia- 
ment. 

The proclamation fixes Aug. 12 as the 
date for the assembling of the next Parlia- 
ment, 


Bulgaria and Macedonia, 


SOFIA, July 8.—Bulgaria has sent a note 
to the powers stating that she permitted 
the agitation to continue in Macedonia, be- 
lieving that it was purely moral and fearing 
that repression would excite dangerous se- 
cret agitation. In the note Bulgaria denies 
that hostile bands have crossed the fron- 
tier, and appeals to the powers to pacify 
Macedonia as they have pacified Armenia. 


Stormy Irish National Convention, 
LONDONDERRY, July 8 —The Irish 
National Convention met to-day in Omagh, 
County Tyrone, twenty-two miles from 
here, and was the scene of constant dis- 


turbances. Owing to the disputes between 
Timothy Healy, John Dillon, and Dr. 
Kenny, no chairman could be appointed and 
4 0 femme of the convention was not ef- 
ected. 


Mount Vesuvius in Eruption. 

NAPLES, July 8.—Crowds of people are 
flocking to this city to witness the eruption 
of Mount Vesuvius. The Prince of Naples, 
the Crown Prince of Italy, has arrived 
here for the purpose. There was an im- 
mense emission of ashes to-day. The flow 
of lava tends to diminish. 


Sold German Secrets to the French. 


BERLIN, July 8.—The High Court at 
Leipsic has sentenced a Metz coal dealer 
named Haune, and a Sergeant in the Ger- 
man army named Schreiber, to four years 
and eight years’ imprisonment respectively, 
for betraying military secrets to the 
French, 


Arbitration Treaty with France.

TO GUARD AGAINST CONTAGION 


Saratoga the First Steamship to Have 
Passengers Quarantined Under the 
New Regulations. 


The first vessel of the coastwise fleet to 
be detained under the new quarantine reg- 
ulations wag the Ward Line steamship Sar- 
atoga, which, arrived from Havana yester- 
day. Ships that are liable to introduce the 
yellow fever are forbidden to pass the 
Quarantine Station until the incubation 
period of that disease, which is five days, 
has been passed. The Saratoga comes 
within the regulation, having been less 
than four days out from Havana, and will 
be required to remain at the Quarantine 
Station until the fifth day has expired. 

The vessel had on board fifty-two cabin 


passengers, ten of whom were provided 
with certificates from the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital Surgeon in Havana certifying 
that the holders had been acclimated. They 
were allowed to land, as were seven others 
who had embarked at Yucatan and Mexican 
ports, and who had not gone ashore in Ha- 
Vana, 

All the other passengers had to remain on 
board the ship, to which they much ob- 
jected. They had not calculated on the de- 
tention of the ship and the Health Officer’s 
order to hold her until to-day was a most 
unwelcome surprise. The passengers made 
vigorous protests, but Dr, Doty was ob- 
durate, 

Among the few who were lucky enough to 
escape detention was the Rev. Father Will- 
iam Lawrence, who has been a missionary 
in Yucatan for the last twelve years. He 
brought with him a valuable and interest- 
ing collection of curios, the list including 
images, idols, rude implements of war and 
peace, fashioned, it is supposed, by Aztec 
hands. 

Father Lawrence said he was on his way 
to Plattsburg, N. Y. A part of his collec- 
tion will be presented to the Peabody Insti- 
tute, in Boston, he said. 


FRESNO’S ELECTRIC POWER PLANT 


fo Light the City, Furnish Motors for 
Mills and Machinery, and Run 
the Water Works. 


FRESNO, Cal., July 8.—Work is fast pro- 
gressing on the electric power transmission 
plant which is to carry water from the 
north fork of the San Joaquin River, thirty- 
three miles, to this city. It is to be in 
operation within 120 days, and is to deliver 
from 1,000 to 1,200 horse power here. It 
will supply 1,000 incandescent lights, 160 
arc lights, and motors for flour mills, plan- 


ing mills, and various other purposes, with 
a reserve for street railroads. 

The enterprise is among the most noted 
engineering feats of-the day, and it sur- 
passes in some respects anything to be 
ound on the Pacifie coast. A column of 
water, only 18 inches in diameter at the 
bottom, falling Gown a precipice 1,410 feet, 
will drive dynamos among the largest 
ever made, and will develop a power. deemed 
sufficient to run the machinery of Fresno, 
when the population has increased many 
fold, and when factories and mills have 
increased in like proportion. 
machinery is being made in New-York. 
One-third of the power delivered will drive 
all the mills, the water works, machine 
shops, planing mills, laundries, printin 
presses, elevators, packing houses, stree 
cars, and other machinery. The remaining 
horse power will be available for factories 
and machinery in the future, when the 
city and county will exceed 100,009 in popu- 
lation, and Frenso will be four or five times 
as large as it’is at present. 


WANTED IN CALIFORNIA FOR BURGLARY 


Police Arrested Bernard Withouat 
Knowing Just Who He Was. 


Two Detective Sergeants arrested on sus- 
picion a man in Madison Square Sunday 
night, whose picture they had remembered 
seeing in the Rogues’ Gallery. 

When they took the man to Police Head- 
quarters they learned that he was 


wanted in San Francisco for burglary, 
grand larceny, petit larceny, and forfeiture 
of bail. 

The prisoner is Richard Bernard, who is 
known to the police as Dick Wilson, Will- 
iam Davis, and Henry Robinson. He is 
charged with robbing a silk house in San 
Francisco, two years ago, of goods worth 
$10,000.

be served upon the defendant's attorney an 
order requiring the defendant to show cause 
at 10:30 o’clock that same morning, before 
the ey Term of the Supreme Court, in 
New-York City, why the defendant’s motion 
to change the place of trial should not 
then there ‘forthwith’ proceed and_ be 
heard. The senior counsel for defendant 
was under engagement to be before the 
Court of Appeals at Albany on that day, 
and went there. The junior counsel ap- 
peared before the Supreme Court at the 
hour required, and submitting affidavits 
pearing evidence of the unseemly haste 
in which he had been forced to prepare 
them, fd a to the court proceeding, 
and, denyiag its jurisdiction to do so, asked 
that a time be set to argue the question of 
jurisdiction. 

“The Court refused the request, overruled 
every objection, and required the defendant 
to proceed at once to present to it his 
motion to change the place of trial. This 
his counsel refused to do. The Court there- 
upon made and entered an order to the 
effect that the motion was heard and de- 
nied, and vacating the stay, but reciting 
the refusal of defendant to make the 
motion before it; and thereupon the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer, which had awaited 
the outcome, immediately commenced the 
trial of the defendant, against the objection 
of his counsel that the Supreme Court had 
fore the stay of the trial was still in force, 
and the trial could not be had. : 

“I have a reasonable doubt of the valid- 
ity of this precipitate proceeding in the 
Supreme Court. If it is to be allowed in 
this defendant’s case, then it can be re- 
peated in any one’s case. It is quite as 
important that justice appear to be done 
as that it be done. It is important that 
crime should be punished, but far more 
important that the rights of the individual 
should be held inviolable; for that alone is 
all that stands between him and tyrrany, 
whether executive or judicial. 

“Tf the order of the Supreme Court was 
void, then the stay was in force when the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer tried the cause. 
I do not see how a court may force a party 
toe bring on a trial or application of any 
kind within less time than he has legally 
noticed it for, unless by express statutory 
authority to shorten the time, which did 
not exist in the present instance. It might 
as well try to make a party bring on a trial 
or application that he had not given notice 
of at all. The notice was shortened in this 
case by the aforesaid order of the Special 
Term of the Supreme Court upon the 
ground that the public interest required 
that there be no delay of the trial of de- 
fendant. If that be a valid ground, then a 
notice of trial or of motion in any case in- 
volving public interests may be shortened 
or disregarded by a court. 

‘Tt seems to be the learned District At- 
torney mistook his course, and that the 
court acted without jurisdiction. The way 
for the District Attorney to prevent delay 
of the trial was plain. The law had not 
left it in the power of the defendant to de- 
lay the trial at will. He had to get a stay 
pending his motion in order to delay the 
trial at all; and the District Attorney had 
the right to apply to the Judge who had 
granted the stay to vacate it, unless the 
defendant would stipulate as an alternative 
to argue the motion in a shortened time. 
The like is often done in civil causes in res- 
pect of both notices of trial and of motion. 
But that a court has inherent jurisdiction 
to shorten at will notices essential to give 
it jurisdiction, I cannot believe. There was 
no due process of law by which the Special 
Term of the Supreme Court was able to do 
what it assumed to do in this case. 

“ Another assigned error raises a grave 
question. The indictment was for the ex- 
tortion of $50 from one Seagrist. To make 
out the crime it became necessary for the 
prosecution to prove a continuing illegal 
eoncert between the defendant and is 
ward man, Burns, to extort money; for the 
acts necessary to constitute the particular 
crime for which defendant was being tried 
were not all committed by defendant per- 
sonally, but, on the contrary, some,’ or,’ as 
the prosecution finally claimed, allgof them, 
were done by Burns. This illegat concert 
being established, then the act of either 
one was the act of the other, and in that 
way the defendant could be convicted, Evi- 
dence had been produced from which the 
jury could have found that the illegal rela- 
tion existed. 

‘*Next, it was proved that Burns stopped 
the work of pulling down a building which 
Seagrist was engaged in, and told him he 
could not go on with it till he saw the 
Captain, namely, the defendant, This was 
the coercion used to extort the money. Sea- 
grist says he went to the station to see the 
Captain, but he was notin. The next thin 
to prove was that the money was paid. 
Seagrist swore positively that he paid $50 
to either the defendant or Burns, but that 
he could not remember which. His dubiety 
was upon this point only. He then testified 
that he made a true memorandum of the 
occurrence at the time of payment, and 
produced it. Being requested to look at the 
memorandum to refresh his memory, he 
did so, and then said: ‘I have no distinct 
recollection by looking at the book to whom 
I paid it, because it was a double entry.’ 

“The memorandum was then offered and 
received in evidence, against the objection 
of defendant’s counsel. It is as follows: 
‘ Nov, 21, 1891. Material. Paid to McLaugh- 
lin for protection, per Sergt. Burns, ordi- 
nance officer, $50. Seagrist said, as we 
have seen, that he could not tell from this 
memorandum to which one he paid the 
money, because it, was a ‘double entry,’ 
not pepe J to double-entry bookkeeping, 
(for no such thing was before him,) but 
meaning that the be | was double in mean- 
ing, or equivocal. And so the memorandum 
seems to be, for who can say from it, any 
more than Seagrist could, whether it con- 
veys the statement that the money was 
paid to McLaughlin per or through Burns 
for protection, or paid directly’to McLaugh- 
lin for protection to be given per or through 
Buens. 

“It follows that this delphic memorandum 
was not competent to prove to which one 
the money was actually given by Seagrist. 
That was the only pens upon which his 
memory failed; and the memorandum could 
not be competent to prove anything ex- 
cept something which the witness could not 
recollect. (Ulster Co., Bank vs. Madden, 
114 N, Y., om.) 

“He remembered positively that he paid 
the $50 to one or the other; so that the 
memorandum could not be received to prove 
that. But in another aspect it seems that 
the memorandum could not be legal evi- 
dence. The rule allowing an original writ- 
ten memorandum of a fact to be used as 
evidence of such fact in the absence of rec- 
ollection of the fact by the person who 
made the memorandum, relates only to 
memoranda of facts, and not to memoranda 
of inferences or conclusions. The memor- 
andum in question is of a conclusion. It 
contains a conclusion that an illegal con- 
cert existed between McLaughlin and 
Burns; that payment to Burns was pay- 
ment to McLaughlin for his protection; or 
else that payment to McLaughlin was for 
his protection through Burns. Indeed, it 
contains a statement of a conclusion that 
the very crime for which the defendant was 
tried was committed. 

“It was competent for Seagrist to tes- 
tify that he paid the money to Burns, but 
not competent for him thereupon to state 
the conclusion that such payment amounted 
to payment to McLaughlin. Yet that is 
what this memorandum was interpreted to 
state by the prosecution. 

“Tf one could make a written memor- 
andum of his conclusions, and in that way 
afterward have them received in evidence, 
no one would be safe in liberty or property. 
There would be no end of fabricated mem- 
oranda. Even an original memorandum of 
a simple fact is received in evidence with 
hesitation, and only from ye ge A and 
such caution is necessary, as our highest 
court has said, ‘until the moral infirmity 
of human nature becomes exceptionally less 
than it yet has’ (114 N. Y., 285.) 

“The motion is granted. ‘ 

Police Inspector McLaughlin’s first trial 
ended on May 11, in the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer, in a disagreement of the 
jury after four long weeks, consumed for 
the most part in impaneling a jury. 

The indictment charged the Inspector with 
having on Nov. 21, 1891, extorted $50 from 
Francis Seagrist to prevent interference 
with the latter in the demolition of build- 
ings at William Street and Exchange 
Place while McLaughlin was Captain of 

First Precinct. 

as of the jurors believed McLaughlin 
guilty, and sq voted on all the ballots taken 
while the jury was out. Two obstinate 
urors insisted upon their opinion that the 
nspector was innocent, and they voted 
for acquittal, The jurors were out from 
6:45 o'clock Friday to 5 o'clock Saturday, 
and then informed Justice Barrett that 
an agreement was an impossibility. The 
jury was then discharged. 

Justice Barrett was greatly surprised at 
the report of the jury, and addressed the 
jurors severely because they had refused 
to discuss the case among themselves. 

District Attorney Fellows tmmediately 
moved for a new trial, and Justice Barrett 
set it down for May 20. Nineteen days after 
that date, on June 8, a new jury returned 


a verdict of guilty on the charge previously | 


preferred, and the Inspector was remanded 
until June 17 for sentence. 

Col. James, counsel for the defense, tried 
unsuccessfully to have the charges dis- 
missed, on the ground that the indictment 
had been improperly found on the evidence 
presented, and also that the defendant had 
a motion for a change of venue pending. 
He afterward renewed his motion for dis- 
missal of the case, on the ground that the 
prosecution had failed to substantiate the 
charge, The motion was denied. 

It took the jury a little over an hour to 
reach a decision. The Inspector was not 
sentenced until June 20, when Justice Bar- 
rett named the punishment as two and 
one-half Ay rg im. in State 
prison. nder the law he could have in- 
icted a penalty of five years’ imprisonment. 
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They Are Striving to Prevent a Rednetion 
of Their Influence in the Next National 
Convention—Mr. Brace’s Mission. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—Unusual activity 
is developing among leading colored Re- 
publican politicians, having their headquar- 
ters here, in behalf of favored candidates. 
Ex-United States Senator Blanche K. Bruce 
of Mississippi, who, during the aJministra- 
tion of President Harrison held the lucra- 
tive post of Recorder of Deeds, here, has 
just returned from an extendel piigrimage 
through the Southern States. He explains 
that he has only been down Sovth “to 
look after his plantation,” but if #0, his 
plantation must be very extended. Mr. 
Bruce has visited nearly “very Southern 
State. 

In each State he started wheels in motion 
for a Harrison delegation, but is reported 
to have found considerable difficulty in 
getting his forces to work together. Louisi- 
ana is said to be about equaily divided be- 
tween Reed and McKinley. Mississippi, the 
Senator’s own State, and one or two other 
Southern States incline to Alger, having 
distinct recollection of the substantial 
favors which accompanied their desertion 
of John Sherman for Alger in the cam- 
paign of 1888. 

In the District of Columbia, which, though 
it has no vote in the election, is given 
two votes in the nominating :onvention, the 
colored cohorts are divided into two dis- 
tinct camps. These are the McKinleyites, 
led by Calvin Chase, editor of the colored 
organ, The Bee, who has just served a 
ninety-days’ sentence for criminal libel 
on Taylor, the Democratie vwolored Recorder 
of Deeds, and there are the friends of Reed, 
headed by the stalwart ‘ Col.” Verry Car- 
son, the victor in so many iactional Re- 
publican fights in the District, and who has 
been a familiar figure at every National 
Republican convention for the tast sixteen 
years. 

“Col.”’ Carson’s advice to his lieutenants, 
whom he called together in coune!!] of war 
last night, was to wait and see what the 
national convention did before they com- 
mitted themselves to any cone. Neverthe- 
less, it is well known that if Carson should 
be one of the delegates, his vute would be 
cast for Reed. 

This movment of the colored forces is a 
forerunner of the excitment in their ranks 
when the National Republican Committee 
Meets here next November, and when the 
proposition will come up to reduce by one- 
half the vos strength in convention of 
the Southern States, which never cast a 
Republican vote in the Electoral College. 
Hence, this apparently premature activity, 
the real object of which is to eilist the in- 
fluence of as many candidates as possible 
against curtailing the representation of the 
negro States in convention.

A General Increase Throughout Rhode 
Island. 


THE INCREASE VOLUNTARILY MADE 


Manufacturers at Olneyville Start 


the Movement — Pennsylvania 


lron Companies Put F'ur- 


naces in Blast. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 8,—Wages in 
the woolen and worsted industry all over 
the State will be increased during the 
present month from 7% to 12 per cent. 

In some factories the increase will affect 
only the weavers for the »resent, but in 
the other departments an increase will 
probably follow by the middle of August. 

A leading mill owner says that the prom- 
ises made to the operatives in the latter 
part of 1893, when the cut 'n wages was 
made, were about to be fulfiiled. 

The increase will also affect the big Ol- 
neyville factory district in this city, where 
the people went out on strike in May 
and largely drifted away. Labor is very 
Scarce. Higher wages must be paid in 
order to get the skilled weavers and spin- 
ners back again. 

The mill owners, it is learned, have made 
better rates on light-weight cloth work, the 
manufacture of which will begin during the 
present month. This assures higher wages 
to the operatives in this locality. 

The smaller mills all over the State will 
at once follow the lead of the Olneyville 
mill owners in making the advance. Dur- 
ing the long Olneyville strike it was fre- 
quently stated by Woonsocket, Puscoag, 
and South County manufacturers that 
Wages would be advanced in those locali- 
ties just as soon as the increase wus given 
in Olneyville. 

When the strikers at Olneyville returned 
to work, June 26, there was a tacit under- 
standing that wages would be increased in 
all the Olneyville mills, and upon a half 
promise many of the strikers for higher 
wages went back to work. the formal an- 


nouncement of the Olneyville increase was 
made to-day. 


White Laborers Get Better Wages. 
SHARON, Penn., July 8.—The strike at 
the Sharon Iron Works was settled this aft- 


‘ernoon and the mill will go on with a full 


force to-morrow. The manufacturers grant 
the ten-cent increase asked, which will 
take effect Aug. 1. The negroes imported 
from the South will- be sent to their dif- 
ferent homes to-morrow morning at the 
company’s expense, 
Higher Pay for Foundry Men. 

PORT CHESTER, N. Y., July 8.—The 
wages of employes in Abendreth Brothers’ 
foundry have been increased 10 per cent. 
This action on the part of the management 
is due to increased activity in trade. Or- 
ders for several months’ work have been 
received by the firm. 


New Mills in the South. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 8.—The Thur- 
low Manufacturing Company, operator of 
cotton mills at Chester, Penn., to-day 
bought the property of the Enterprise 
Manufacturing Company, and will 
vert it into a five-thousand-spindle 
mill. Operations will begin Sept. 1, with 
200 hands employed. The Thurlow Manu- 
facturing Company has decided to build 
several mills in Alabama and Carolina.

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NICOLA TESLA’S INVENTIONS 


As time passes, Mr. Tesla’s discoveries 
in electrical matters assume greater and 
greater importance. Cassier’s Magazine, 
special Niagara number, just issued, de- 
scribes at length and in detail the work 
that has been done at Niagara Falls for 
the commercial utilization of the great 
power that has so long gone to waste, and 
in connection with this work Mr. Tesla 
is quoted as saying that Niagara Falls 
power can be transmitted to New-York and 
Chicago and there sold in competition with 
steam power generated from coal. 

Much has been written concerning the dis=. 
coveries of Mr. Tesla in connection with 
the development of light in a manner that 
seems startling and mysterious; but it is 
fair to predict that his greatest inventions 
will prove to be those in connection with 
the transmission of power by alternating 
currents over long lines; for, without such 
discoveries, the cost for transmission would 
be so great that capitalists would be une 
willing to undertake the development of 
great water powers. 

At the present time much attention is 
given to the discussion of the replacing of 
the steam locomotive by the electric motor 
on standard railways. It is already 2@p- 
parent that such results are possible only 
by reason of Tesla’s discoveries, for, with 
the continuous current apparatus, such ag 
is used commonly by street railway com- 
panies, it would be most difficult to make 
such undertakings profitable. 

Oo Carry out Tesia’s inventions requires 
generators of special construction—that 1s, 
senerators Capable of producing two ale- 
ternating currents of electricity at the same 
time, in such relation to each other that 
one current is at its highest voltage while 
the other is at its lowest voltage. hese 
currents can be produced by the generators 
at any required voltage, or they can be 
raised from a couple of thousand volts at 
the generator to ten, twenty, or thirty 
thousand volts by means of transformers, 
and then led out on lines of very small 
diameter, and consequently low cost, and 
can be carried any required distance. At 
the point of use these currents can be again 
transformed to the low voltage required 
for the safe operation of motors. Tesla’s 
great discovery was in the form of motor 
for the utilization of these double, or, a3 
they are called, two-phased currents. Prior 
to his time, all motors required a revolving 
part, or armature, having a complicated 
device called a commutator, upon which 
were pressed the brushes or collectors. 
This armature revolved within a frame 
having inward projections wound with 
wires, which was termed the field of tha 
generator, or motor. Tesla found that by 
winding a portion of the field with wires 
taking currents from one of the circuits of 
the two-phase generator, and the other 
portion from the other circuit, he could 
cause the armature within these fields to 
rotate without using commutators or 
brushes, the armature of the motor being so 
wound that the appropriate currents were 
induced as a result of those acting through 
the two sets of wires in the field. 

In the operation of a railway it will oft- 
en happen that fully 1,000 horse power of 
electricity will be required to be transe 
ferred from the trolley line to the locomoe 
tive, and to transmit this 1,000 horse pow- 
er a considerable distance, at 1,000 volts, 
which is the utmost limit for the continue 
ous current, would take 100 times as inuch 
copper wire for the transmission lines as 
would be required in the Tesia system 
with a voltage of 10,000; and 400 times as 
much as would be required if Tesla carried 
the current on his transmission lines at 
20,000 volts, which has already been proved 
practicable. It will be noted in reading the 
accounts of the work at Niagara Falls that 
a commission of eminent scientists was 
created to determine the proper method 
for the carrying of Niagara’s power, and 
this commission, after two years of inves- 
tigation, finally determined upon the use 
of the two-phase generators, which was 
an acknowledgment that Tesla’s method 
was the only practicable way of distribut- 
ing the electric current for commercial 
purposes; and, in the technical description 
given by the several writers in Cassier’s 
Magazine, the induction, or Tesla motor 
is always referred to as the device for 
the utilization of the power generated at 
the Falls. 

That much is to be heard of the Tesla 
inventions in the future is a foregone cone 
clusion, because Tesla was the pioneer dis- 
coverer of the most practicable method 
for the transmission of electricity for powe 
er purposes. He has patented his inven- 
tions, and has sold his rights to the Weste 
inghouse Company of Pittsburg, which cone 
cern has taken steps to enforce its 
clusive rights under the Tesla patents. At 
the same time, the General Electric Com- 
pany and the Stanley Company, in a minor 
way, are making Tesla motors and installe 
ing them. Litigation is already far ade 
vanced, and is bound to keep Tesla’s name 
prominently before the public, for an vne- 
usual patent siruggle must result over 
the exclusive right to manufacture and sell 
electrical apparatus which will within a 
short time exceed in value all other kinds 
of electrical machinery manutactured by 
the great electrical corporations of the 
country. If a prominent Director and ofli- 
cial of the General Electric Company is 
reported correctly, he expects some ar- 
rangement to be effected which will enable 
his company also to manufacture legaily 
apparatus under the Tesla inventions. 

When Tesla’s discoveries were first an- 
nounced, the electricians of the country and 
the world at large conceded their novelty 
and pioneer character, and for several years 
confined themselves to the forms of appa- 
ratus operated by continuous currents, and 
it was only after the Cataract Construc- 
tion Company had finally determined that 
it was by means of Tesla’s invenuons alone 
that its operations could be carried out 
that the actual copying of his work Was 
begun in various quarters. There couid 
be no better evidence of the practical quale 
ity of his inventive genius.

LAST DAY’S SHOOTING. 


A Lively Contest for the Last Buli’s- 
Eye of the Meeting.

The eighth and last day of the great rifle- 
men’s meet opened with pleasant weather, 
and the pavilion was early thronged with 
shooters anxious to make the most of the 
few hours before them. Among the favored 
shots at the point targets who succeeded 
in scoring the necessary number of points 
to win a gold medal was Miss May Clinton 
of Buffalo, who had already earned a silver 
medal on Saturday. Yesterday she started 
in with 45 points to her credit, and it took 
her but little time to reach the goal. After 
having been credited with the 150 points, 
she completed her ticket, scoring 153 points 
in all, making the fine average of 14. Her 
good work is the more creditable, as she is 
accustomed to open-sight guns, and is not 
familiar with the rifles used at the grounds. 
Miss Clinton was accompanied by Miss 
Paula Cook, another skillful riflewoman. 
Miss Cook, however, did not shoot the dis- 
tance, 200 yards being beyond her liking. 
Miss Mary Boetjer, the lady amateur cham- 
pion rifle shot, was also present, and an 
interested spectator. Miss Boetjer accom- 
plished the brilliant feat of scoring 47 out 


of a possible 50 on the standard target 
at Astoria Schuetzen Park. 

F, C. Ross, the new champion, came to 
the grounds bright and early. He started 
practicing at the point target, and then 
turned to the man. Things did not run his 
way, for, after repeated trials, he had to 
be satisfied with 8%, 

Edward Richter, the victor at the Mil- 
waukee Schuetzen Fest, made his final try 
at the public targets. His work, too, failed 
to come up to expectations, and he retired 
with the following scores: Ninety on the 
man, 68 on the ring, and 43 on the stand- 
ard target. 

The first brilliant score of the day at the 
target of honor—Columbia—was made by 
Mr. Grueneberg of the New-York City 
Schuetzen, who is regarded as one of the 
best men in his company, and one of the 
most clever shots in this city. Mr. Gruene- 
berg made 24 and 2% in his first two shots. 
A 25 would have tied him for first and sec- 
ond prize with Mr. Fohrbach, but his last 
bullet only hit the 17 ring.

SAY THEY ARE TAXED TOO MUCH 


The Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
Makes a Protest to the Brooklyn 
Board of Assessors. 


The Brooklyn Board of Assessors met yes- 
terday to hear protests made on behalf ofa 
number of corporations who object to the 
figures placed upon their respective proper- 
ties. The principal case taken up was that 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, of which Ethan Allen Doty is Presi- 
dent and Royal C. Peabody is Secretary. 
Both were present. 

Frank Harvey Field, representing the 
company, said that, while the corporation 
was perfectly willing to pay the assessment 
upon the real estate which it owns, it ob- 
jected to paying a tax on personal property 
which it does not possess. 

Mr. Field asked for the figures on which 
the assessment had been based. This re- 
quest was refused, President Harkness say- 
ing that the figures were taken from those 
furnishea by the company. 

Mr. Field’s allusion to the board as a 
government under a blanket’’ was rebuked 
by President Harkness. He said there was 
no occasion for such an insinuation. Y 
Mr. Field held that $945,000 of the capital 
stock of the company had been issued to 
secure certain patent rights for the com- 
pany, and that part of what was called per- 
sonal property should be exempt from as- 
sessment. He believed that the Court of 
Appeals would hold that such property was 
not assessable. 

He also held that the amount to be de- 
ducted from the capital of the com- 
pany, representing investments in real es- 
must be an amount equal to the

erty, as distinguished from 
value, : 
‘Further commenting on this question of 
the proper sum to deduct in computing the 
amount of capital to be assessed as personal 
property,” said Mr. Field, ‘‘ we desire to 
ask the Board of Assessors a few plain 
questions. 

“Te it is the general purpose of the stat- 
utes relating to assessment and taxation to 
secure an assessment upon all property, real 
and personal, at its actual value, and, as 
stated by Judge Earl, the statute must be 
construed and enforced with this purpose 
constantly in view, is it your purpose to at- 
tempt to evade the purposes of the statute 
and construe and attempt to enforce it in a 
manner to work gross injustice upon this 
company?” : 

Mr. Field said his company was willing to 
pay taxes on 70 per cent. of the assessed 
value of the real estate. It had been 
on - $804,000 last year, but should 
less this year. He also held 
that the increase in assessment upon the 
property of the Citizens’ Electric Light 
Company from $159,000 to $216,713 was un- 
just.

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HEBREWS WANT REPRESENTATION 


Citizens of the Tenth Ward Ask that One 
of Their Faith Be Appointed to a 
School Trusteeship. 


A’ mass meeting of Hebrew citizens of 
the Tenth Ward was held last night in New 
Irving Hall, Broome Street, to protest 
against the failure of the Board of Educa- 
tion to appoint'a Hebrew as a School 
Trustee of the Tenth Ward. Lazarus 
Shapiro presided. 

Nearly 95 per cent. of the children at- 
tending the schools in that ward, he said, 
are Hebrews. ‘‘ We had one Trustee who 
looked after our interests,’’ he continued— 
“Mr. Carroll, who, however, was not a 
Hebrew, but he was removed, as was the 
only Hebrew we ever had.’ He introduced 
Lawyer Nathan Shevy, who read resolu- 
tions ‘asking the Board of Education to 


give them representation among the Trust- 
ees, 

The resolutions declared that Charles B. 
Stover, Trustee of the Tenth Ward, had 
not been at his post in seven months, and 
the Board of Education was asked to pro- 


nounce his position forfeited and appoint a 
Hebrew in his place. 

Lawyer Alfred D. Lind said the ques- 
tion was one which concerned the religious 
liberty of the citizens of this city. 

‘By that,’”’ he continued, ‘I do not mean 
alone our right to worship according to the 
dictates of our conscience, but the right to 
educate our children according to our faith. 
No sectarian matter should be allowed 
to enter into our schools, which were built 
for all classes of citizens. 

“The present board is composed entirely 
of Christians, who have done the bést they 
could, but they don’t know the needs of 
our children. We should be ecually rep- 
resented on the board, at least. Mr. 
Henschel, a Hebrew, was one of our Trust- 
ees for one year. His name was proposed 
by Commissioner Moriarty, who is an Irish- 
man and a Catholic. He recognized the 
fact that we should have proper repre- 
sentation on the Board of Trustees, and as 
long as he remained a Commissioner, 
Henschel remained a Trustee. 

‘“When the city officers were 
however, Mr. Moriarty went, and in Mr. 
Henschel’s place was appointed a man 
who knew no more about the wants of the 
people than a man from California.” 

Lawyer Vorhaus referred to Mayor 
Strong’s promise to recognize every religion 
and said his appointees could not fail to 
carry out the Mayor’s undertaking. Law- 
yer N. L. Levy also spoke.

WAS TOO BUSY 
CONTRACTS. 


Many Things that Those Investigating 


Kings County Charities Commis- 


sioners Want to Know He Forgets. 


The Assembly committee that is investi- 
gating the Kings County Charities Commis- 
sioners met in the County Court House, 
Brooklyn, yesterday. Ex-Charities Com- 
missioner Col. B. Frank Gott was put 
through an examination by Lawyer Hirsh 
which he did not relish. He was asked 
about various items that appeared on the 
books, of salaries, &c., and he could not 
answer because his memory was bad. 

Col. Gott admitted that in 1898 he secured 
an extra appropriation of $50,000 for the re- 
pair and construction account, but when 
asked to explain how the money had been 
disposed of, he replied that his memory was 
defective. 

It would be cheaper to have work done 
by the department than by contract, he 
said, and instanced the fact that the con- 
tract for St. Johnland called for a comple- 
tion of the work in one year, but it was 
two years before it was finished. 

“How can you account for the increase in 
price and decrease in quality in the goods 
furnished the department as between the 
Ray, Hines, andGott régime and that of the 
Gott, Nolan, and Murphy régime?” asked 
Mr. Hirsh. 

“I do not know,” said the Colonel. 

Ray On the schedule are blankets marked at 
75 cents a pair and blankets at $3.95 a 
pair,’’ said Mr. Hirsh. ‘‘ Why was it that 
none of the 75-cents-per-pair blankets were 
bought, but 1,700 pairs of the $3.95-per-pair 
were purchased?

“TIT do not recall it,’’ was the reply. 

“But the schedule shows hundreds of 
such cases,’ said Mr. Hirsh. ‘‘ Do you still 
say you do not recall any of them?”’ 

“This is the first time my attention has 
been called to the matter,’’ Col. Gott said. 
“IT did not look at the schedules or con- 
tracts.”’ 

Q.—Did you know anything about the quality 
of the goods? A.—I left that to the storekeepers. 

Q.—Do you know who he was? A.—William 
McLaughlin. 

Q.—Do you know his blood relations? 
by hearsay. 
McLaughlin. 

Q.—Why did you appoint him? A.—Because he 
was recommended by leading Democrats. When- 
ever I had an opportunity to put in a Democrat 
I ald so. 

Q.—What particular fitness did he have for the 
position? A.—He appeared to be a man of busi- 
ness, and he had been in the Assembly. ° 

Q.—Then that was his only qualification, that 
he had been in the Assembly?

Col. Gott was then asked if Dr. Macumber 
was not removed from the Superintendency 
of the St. Johnland farm because his work 
was hampered. Col. Gott sasid that he was 
removed because he was too sleepy. 

Col. Gott said that the assistant storekeep- 
er at St. Johnland, who examined the goods, 
was Mr. Lamb, a brother of Secretary 
Lamb, who, with Commissioner Murphy, 
awarded the contracts. He had appointed 
a James Kirby to be watchman. Mr. Kirby 
had been recommended by Mr. Kerrigan. 
It was in Mr. Kerrigan’s store that ‘‘ Boss” 
McLaughlin had his office, where he made 
hsi political deals. 

Mr. Hirsh said that the pay rolls did not 
show that Mr. Kirby was paid as a watch- 
man, and Col. Gott said he was also Super- 
intendent of Transportation. The present 
board has abolished the position. 

Col. Gott asserted that he had had a 
horse fed at the county expense for two 
weeks, and not for six months, as Mr. 
Hirsh tried to show. The horse afterward 
was sold to the Commissioners of Charities, 
said Col. Gott. He also said that Mr. Kirby 
had four horses at the county farm which 
the county fed, but he believed the horses 
were at times used by the county. 

Mr. Hirsh succeeded in getting Col. Gott 
to say that, although he voted to award 
bids for contracts, he had never looked, 
at the schedules. His excuse for this was 
that he was too busy with his regular work. 

The investigation will be continued at 10 
o’clock this morning, and Col. Gott will be 
again called.

Might Have Escaped. 


Indications were yesterday that the Board 
of Police, while understood to ke of one 
mind on the question of enforcing all laws 
obsolete or otherwise, may be divided in 
regard to the policy of making the public 
rebellious because of a concerted attack 


on all lines of interest which have been 
allowed to become means of breadwinning 
through interpretation or optional intel- 
ligence. 

It was widely believed last week that all 
existing enactments and ordinances would 
be vitalized to the extent of making non- 
enforcement by police officials subject of 
discipline at Police Headquarters. Such in- 
terpretation came of flat-footed assertions 
by members of the board that their func- 
tions were solely of an executive character, 
eands-that they could not interpret or usurp 
functions pertaining to the Legislature and 
the Common Council. 

While as late as last Saturday, orders 

. Were issued by the chief executive officer 
of the force in regard to the enforcement 
of laws other than the excise law, a change 
of opinion as to such policy was evidenced 
yesterday in counter orders which largely 
modified the first instructions, and this was 
accepted as proof that divergence of opinion 
in the board had resulted in a majority of 
the Commissioners obtaining or arrogating 
to themselves the right to guide the Act- 
ing Chief in directing what the rank and 
file shall do. 

At the same time no circumstance or or- 
der indicated other than unanimity of opin- 
fon in the board as to the vital importance 
of enforcing the excise law to the conclusion 
of competent legal interference with the po- 
lice, or of absolute acquiescence by those 
interested in the sale of licensed drinks. 
In other words, while the police are un- 
hampered in excise matters, embarrassment 
may be the result of a determination or 
a@ disposition to make every law on the 
statute book a live issue. 

* Another such victory, and we are lost,” 
the comment of the King. of Epirus on 
the battle of Asculum, applies to the vic- 
tory won by the police yesterday, in what 
has been known as the Hotel Metropole 
case. While City Magistrate Flammer held 
the defendant waiter for trial at the Court 
of Special Sessions for serving crackers 
and cheese with beer on a Sunday to a 
disguised policeman, the decision was based 
on the blundering testimony “of the defend- 
ant, who admitted that a special cut rate 
ménu was prepared for the Sunday in ques- 
tion, and that after the spy had asked for 
beer, he was tutored into the scheme to ob- 
tain it. 

But the Magistrate clearly ruled that, in 
his judgment—fortified by ample legal au- 
thority—a “‘ guest”’ is any one who patron- 
izes a hotel, and that a “‘ meal”’ is any dish 
that may be on the regular bill of fare, be 
it beefsteak, a sandwich, or crackers and 
cheese. 

So that once a dish is put on a bill of 
fare in good faith by the innkeeper, which 
would in his mind constitute a “‘ meal” for 
any abstemious “ guest,”’ fully equipped as 
such by registration and the assignment 
of sleeping quarters, such dish set before 
the casual visitor constitutes his ‘‘ meal,”’ 
and compels the serving of such drink as 
he may choose to call for. All, therefore, 
that the thirsty have to do on Sunday to 
obtain an excise libation is to enter a res- 
taurant, choose their meal, and order what 
Grink they prefer. By law the landlord is 
compelled to serve them, but they must 
submit to the tax of the price of the 
*meal,”” which no law compels them to 
eat, Subterfuges of the character of cut- 
rate special ménus are no longer necessary. 


SINOT MADE A BLUNDER. 


Admitted There.Was a Cut-Rate Menu 
for Sunday. 


The Hotel Metropole case was set down 
for examination at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday afternoon, and it 
attracted wide interest. Owing to this, and 
to the vile atmosphere of the courtroom, 
the hearing was had in an examination 
room. The District Attorney’s office was 
not represented. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Battle sent word that he could not 
come because of a pressing engagement, 
but procured a message from Acting Dis- 
trict Attorney Davis that, while he was 
ready to assign a representative of the 6f- 
fice to any hearing of the case, he did not 
think it essential for the people to be rep- 
resented. 

Magistrate Flammer called the case, 
which was that of Policeman A. C. Hulse 
of the Nineteenth Precinct against Nicho- 
las A. Sinot, a waiter at the Hotel Metro- 
pole, and the gravamen of the charge 
Was that on Sunday, June 380, Sinot fur- 
nished Hulse with two glasses of beer in 


he café of the hotel, whose proprietor is 
oseph Green. 

Mr. Green appeared with his counsel, 
James Oliver, and the Hotel Association 
Was represented by its President, E. 
Merrifield; Simson’ Ford, Secretary, and 
William J. Fanning, its counsel. The police 
representative was Acting Inspector Brooks 
and Capt. Pickett. 

‘A discussion on a proposal to adjourn 
because of the absence of a representative 
of the Ditsrict Attorney brought out a 
declaration from Mr. Flammer that it was 
evident that no one cared to appear from 
that office, and Mr. Oliver said he was 
willing to trust the case to the Magistrate. 
Acting Inspector Brooks, who wanted an 
Assistant District Attorney present, acqui- 
esced, and Policeman Hulse was called. 

Hulse described the dining-room floor of 
the Metropole, running from Broadway to 
Seventh Avenue, with a bar on the south 
side of the Broadway end. He went there 
June 30, and was not in uniform. He en- 
tered by the Broadway entrance, and took 
a table in the dining room, or café. 

“The end of the room where the bar was 
Was screened off by a curtain,” he said to 
Mr. Fanning. 

Pe reg Hulse. said Sinot came, and, in 
reply to his request for a glass of beer, 
handed him a bill of fare and asked what 
he wanted to eat. Witness looked at the 
bill gf fare, and selected crackers and 
cheese at five cents. These were brought 
with the beer. The check. was 15 cents. 
Hulse obtained another glass of beer and a 
check for 10 cents. He paid both checks 
and arrested Sinot. 


Q. (By Mr. Fanning)—You made your selection 
of a meal from the bill of fare? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And paid the price? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And you would not have been served with 
beer without ordering something to eat? A.—I 
selected this fsom the bill of fare. 

Q: (By Magistrate Flammer)—Did you see any 
one else in the place and how they were 


@erved? Yes, Sir. I saw people eating at 


— 


! the tables. They were served with crackers and 
cheeese and sandwiches. 
Q.—And about the price charged for them? A.— 
There was nothing on the bill of fare that cost 
more than 10 cents. The time was about 3 P. M. 


Mr. Fanning told the Magistrate that 
they were not provided with the bill of 
fare for the cheap dishes, and Hulse was 
excused. 

Acting Inspector Brooks read the statute 
law on Sunday excise observance, and 
added: 

“We claim that the officer was not a 
guest of the hotel.” 

“The word ‘ guest,’’’ decided the Magis- 
trate, “‘has come to mean any one in a 
hotel.”’ 

** But we claim,” persisted the police offi- 
cial, ‘‘ that a ‘ guest’ must be served drink 
with a ‘meal’ or in his apartment.” 

“ That,” said Mr. Flammer, ‘is not nec- 
essary. You see, Inspector, that he need 
not have meals when he did, if he didn’t 
need a meal outside, and—to Mr. Fanning— 
I decide against the technicality of a room. 
The only question is what a ‘meal’ is. 
That rests with the keeper of the hotel. 
If he thought a bona fide meal was on his 
menu, intent cannot be shown.” 

“Tf,” repeated the Magistrate, ‘‘ the pro- 
prietor believes a man to be taking a meal, 
that relieves him from intent.” : 

“And,” broke in Acting Inspector Brooks, 
“a man goes into a hotel to get a meal, 
that is what constitutes a guest?”’ 

“Tf,” said Mr. Fanning, ‘“‘a man uses a 
public house, he is a guest.’’ 

Magistrate Flammer acquiesced in this, 
and read from the following points he 
had prepared: 

Chapter 628, Laws of 1857, Section 21: ** No inn, 
tavern, or hotel keeper or person licensed to sell 
liquors shall sell or give away any intoxicating 
liquors or wines on Sunday in any of the cities, 
villages, or towns of this State to any person 
whatever as a beveraze.’’ 

Chapter 480, Laws of 1893, Section 9, amending 
Section 32, Chapter 410, Laws of 1892, provides: 
‘But * * * the holder of an innkeeper’s li- 
cense may sell to guests of such hotel, * * * 
but not in the barrcom or other similar’ room of 
the inn, tavern, or hotel licensed strong or spirit- 
uous liquors, wines, ale, or beer, to be drank by 
the purchaser, in the inn, tavern, or hotel there- 
by licensed, with his meals or in his rooms or 
apartments therein, but not In the barroom or 
similar room of the inn, tavern, or hotel licensed.’’ 

Thus, in place of the word ‘‘ beverage,”’ legis- 
lated against here, we find substituted drinks of 
the kind prescribed without meals, and barroom 
or similar room also legislated against. 

In the matter of Breslin and Vilas, 45 Hun, 
210, the word ‘‘beverage’’ is discussed and 
Judge Brady, Judge Van Brunt concurring, in 
his opinion says: ‘‘ There seems little doubt that 
the prohibition against it on the day named as a 
beverage was aimed at the bar in drinking sa- 
loons * * * where drinks were indiscriminately 
retailed, after which unfortunate results were 
often manifested.’’ 

The act of 1878, the existing law, twice in 
the section quoted referring to barrooms or other 
similar place makes it manifest that the Legis- 
lature adopted the views of the courts and direct- 
ed its prohibition against the barroom or other 
similar room. This is further apparent from 
the fact that only innkeepers are permitted to 
sell them, excluding all barrooms proper. 

People vs. Andrews, 115 N. Y., 427, decides 
that a delivery of liquor to one not a member 
of an incorporated social club and receiving pay 
thereof, although from a member, violates the 
excise law, it appearing that neither the steward 
nor the association had obtained a license. 

In McDonald vs. Edgerton, Med. 49, 5B, 560, 
‘“*Purchasing liquor at an inn was enough to 
constitute the plaintiff a guest of an inn,’’ De- 
cided in authority of Bennett vs. Millar, 5 Terin 
R 273, the King’s Bench sustained the verdict. 
The case is considered and the principle of the 
decision adopted in 2 Kent’s Com. 593. The 
case is also cited in the affirmative by the Su- 
preme Court of this State in Cluts vs. Wiggins, 
14 Johns, 175, and cited Fairchild vs. Bentley 
80 B 173, and Mavers vs. Fethers, 6 Lansing, 115. 


Sinot, who is thin and gaunt and nervous, 
began by saying that there were other 
bills of fare than that he handed to Hulse. 
They included steaks and chops. He served 
such dishes to other customers. As soon 
as the order was filled, he gave a check. 


Q. (by Magistrate)—Then you knew that all 
the officer wanted was crackers and cheese? 
A.—Yes, and as soon as he had finished he asked 
me for another glass of beer. He ate some of 
the crackers. 

Q.—But why give him the ten-cent bill 
fare? A.—Because he asked for beer. 

Q. (by Acting Inspector Brooks)—Was there a 
special bill of fare prepared for Sunday? A.—I 
can’t say. 

Q.—What did you do? A.—I told him that I 
could not give him a glass of beer without his 
ordering a meal, and I brought the meal and 
then the beer. 

Q.—Did the officer select from the bill of fare? 
A.—Yes. 

Q.—Is that bill of fare there every day? 
Once in a while. 

Q. (by the Magistrate)—What’s ‘‘once in a 
while,’’ only on Sundays? A.—Y-e-e-e-e-s, Sir. 

“That,” remarked peakatente Flammer, 
“is enough, I hald the defendant for trial 
in $100. He can renew his bond.” 

Mr, Flammer, after his decision, said that 
this: could be the only settlement of the

‘case, as the defendant had clearly estab- 


lished subterfuge, and that he had put the 
officer in a position to get the drink after 
he or asked for beer by suggesting the 
meal. 


KEPT THE MAGISTRATES BUSY. 


Many Excise Cases Disposed Of—Po- 
liceman Cohen’s Lesson. 


City Magistrates were busy with 
cases yesterday. The first decision in a 
case where a hotel keeper served a cus- 
tomer with a sandwich and a bottle of beer 
was made by Magistrate Mott, in the York- 
ville Police Court, 

E. J. Connolly, a waiter for J. Singer, a 
hotel keeper of 1,023 Third Avenue, was’ 
taken before the Magistrate charged with 
having sold a bottle of beer with a roast- 
beef sandwich. In holding the prisoner, 
Magistrate Mott said: 

“While a sandwich may constitute a 
meal within the limits of the law, yet the 
person must be a bona fide guest of the 


hotel selling it to be lawfully entitled to 
get a drink with it.” 


There were nine excise cases before Mag- 


istrate Flammer, in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court. 


Policeman Morris Cohen of the Second In- 
spection District, who was on special excise 
duty in the Twentieth Precinct Sunday 
night, had reason to suppose that a saloon 
kept by William Naiheiser, at 546 Eleventh 
Avenue, was running. 

He went to the side door, which was oper. 
Thence he entered through a passageway 
the kitchen of the place, which was directly 
back of the saloon. Natheiser was in the 
kitchen. 

‘“* What are you doing here?” he asked. 

“T want to get into the saloon,’”’ replied 
Cohen, who was in plain clothes. 

“You can’t get in. It 1s not open to-day. 
Tam not doing business.” 

Cohen tried to force his way in, and a 
ight ensued. The policeman was obliged to 
take out his revolver before he could get 
his prisoner under arrest. 

“You had no right,’’ said Magistrate 
Flammer to the policeman, ‘‘ to force your 
way into this man’s place, particularly 
through his kitchen. You had no evidence 
that the law was being violated, and under 
the circumstances he had a right to resist 
your invasion.”’ 

** But,”’ said Cohen, ‘“‘I saw people going 
into the saloon.” 

“That,’’ said the Magistrate, ‘“‘is not a 
violation of the law. A man has a perfect 
right to keep his saloon open Sunday if he 
wishes. All that the law says is that what 
he must not do on Sunday is to sell, offer 
for sale, or give away any spirituous liquors 
or beer. He can sell all the soda he wants 
to, or any other drink that is not proseribed 
by the law. He can expose his bar and keep 
his doors wide open if he wishes. There is 
no law against that.” — 

There were seven prisoners charged with 
violating the excise law in the Essex Mar- 
ket Police Court. 

In the Tombs Police Court, among other 
prisoners, was William Mahony, who had 
sold a glass of soda water on Sunday to a 

oliceman in the saloon at 1388 Park Row. 

n discharging the prisoner, Magistrate 
Deuel said: 

“When owners of candy stores and drug 
stores are arrested for the same of- 
fense. I will hold saloon keepers. I do not 
believe in discriminating.” 

Henry Zimmermann, a First Avenue sa- 
loon keeper, pleaded guilty in Special Ses- 
sions to the charge of selling beer on Sun- 
days. The sentence of the Court was that 
he pay $50 or serve ten days in the City 
Prison. He paid the fine. . 

The old Board of Special Sessions Judges 
fined excise violators $10..

Flower Ordinance to be Tested. 
John Chariyulo, who has a six years’ lease 
of the flower booth at the Grand Central 
Railway Station, was notified to suspend 
business last Sunday. Supposing the order 
applied to the observance of the Sunday 
law, he obeyed, but continued business yes- 


terday as usual. Officer Conoran saw him 
selling flowers and arrested him, saying 
he was compelled to do so under the ordi- 
nance prohibiting the sale of tlowers upon 
the public thoroughfares. 

Chariyulo contends that his case cannot 
be reckoned under this ordinance; tha® Ais 
booth is inside the stoop line; that it was 
built under permission of the Building 
Bureau, and is the property of the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railway 
Company. 

The company sustains the florist in this 
view, and has assured him of eubstantial 
support and backing. Charityulo 
the matter in the courts.

The Police Board has resolved not to en-

force law strictly against sidewalk

Orders were given last Saturday. by Act- 
ing Chief Conlin to the Captains of the 


various precincts to -warn all persons who 
had stands within the stoop lines that the 
letter of the law would be enforced with 
vigor. 

It is to be presumed that Chief Conlin did 
not issue these orders without instructions 
from President Rooosevelt, and it therefore 
follows that either the President of the Police 
Board changed his mind Sunday, or found 
yesterday that his action would not be sup- 
ported by a majority of his colleagues on 
the board, 


The Captains, in turn, gave general orders 
to their patrolmen, in consequence of which 
every sidewalk vendor was told Sunday 
morning that unless he could ‘show next 
morning at: opening time two signed per- 
mits, one from the owner or occupant of 
the house before which the stand was 
placed, and the other from the Board of 
Aldermen, his business would be closed up 
and he would be arrested, 

In the down-town precincts all the side- 
walk vendors of crullers, pretzels, | cigar- 
ettes, cigars, candy, chocolate, twinge, sta- 
tionery, and matches were informed that 
they were conducting an illegal business, 
and that they would have to cease selling 
everything except newspapers, periodicals, 
fruit, and soda water, whether they had a 
double permit or not. There was much 
grief displayed at this announcement by 
the Hebrews on the east side, who, as a 
rule, have turned their sidewalk stands into 
miniature village stores. 

Thomas F. Martin, President of the News- 
dealers’ Association, headed a deputation of 
his comrades to Police Headquarters Sun- 
day to see if sufficient grace could not be 
extended to the owners of news stands to 
let them sell papers until the courts were 
applied to for an injunction, but Capt. Al- 
laire, who was in charge, could promise 
them no relief. 

The whole aspect of the matter was 
changed yesterday, when Acting Chief Con- 
lin told the same deputation that the laws 
would not be enforced until the Board of 
Aldermen met next .August, and granted 
permits to those who are at present doing 
business with the consent of the house 
owner or occupant only. 

A police official said yesterday that, so 
far as he understood the attitude of the 
Commissioners, no attempt would be made 
to enforce obsolete or absurd laws. 

‘*The Commissioners,” he said, ‘ under- 
stand that they have individual and collect- 
ive responsibility, and that they are not 
mere automata for enforcing decrees. They 
are not committed to any visionary scheme 
of a logical enforcement of all the statutes. 

‘‘For example, as the law stands at pres- 
ent, any man: who plays penny ante is a 
common gambler, and is liable to two years’ 
imprisonment. If a policeman should see a 
party of men playing cards, he might enter 
the premises, by. force or, otherwise, and 
arrest all those engaged in.the game, Now, 
that would be absurd. . 

“The Commissioners may be trusted to 
use common sense and discretion in the 
enforcement of ordinances which are ob- 
solete, or whose provisions have been ren- 
dered Buga ery by the growth of poular 
sentiment® It should be clearly understood, 
however, that the Commissioners consider 
the excise law as a living one, and that 
they. will enforce it by every means in 
their power, without reference to their ac- 
tion in other matters.”’ 

Thomas F. Martin, President of the News- 
dealers’ Association, was feeling quite 
jubilant over the change of heart at Police 
Headquarters, which occurred between Sat- 
urday and Monday, when a reporter for 
The New-York Times saw him yesterday 
at his news stand, on the stoop line of 
Tompkins Market. 

“It almost seemed, for a time,’’ he said, 
‘“‘as if the police were determined to make 
us feel how thankful we ought to be for 
whatever privileges we have. Saturday 
and Sunday I had a continual stream of 
news vendors from the Thirtieth Street and 
West Sixty-eighth Street Police Precincts, 
who asked me to use the influence of the 
association to prevent their business from 
being ruined. ' 

“They said eee | were threatened with ar- 
rest and the closing of their stands, as soon 
as they opened this morning.. Neither Capt. 
Pickett nor Acting Capt. Chapman would 
promise to leave them alone until we could 
secure an injunction to-day. I suppose, by 
the strict letter of the law, all the keepers 
of sidewalk stands ought to have two per- 
mits, but hardly 200 of the news vendors 
of the city have at present’ any permit 
from the Board of Aldermen. 

“This is not strictly their fault, but the 
Aldermen's. Several years ago the Com- 
mon Council passed a general ordinance 
to the effect that the owner’s or occupier’s 
consent for establishing a stand within the 
stoop line should be deemed sufficient. The 
other day the Aldermen repealed this 
ordinance, and then they adjourned until 
Aug. 6, leaving. all the news vendors who 
had not obtained special permits in the 
lurch. 

“When we went to see Chief Conlin 
to-day, he was as nice as you please, and 
rave us to understand that we would not 
be bothered unnecessarily.” 

It was learned at Police Headquarters 
yesterday that the amelioration in the 
rigors of enforcing the ordinances would 
extend to the Italians and Hebrews who 
keep sidewalk stands in the southeast quar- 
ter of the city, where small wares are 
sold, as well as newspapers, fruit, and soda 
water. 

Commissioner Roosevelt, President of the 
Police Board, was asked last night what 


course the board would direct the police to 
pursue in regard to the sidewaik news 
stands. 

“The board,” he said, ‘will not act 
harshly against the proprietors of these 
stands. We will not be cruel or unusual 
in our treatment of those who are running 
these stands in honest ignorance of the 
law. We will give them fair notice. Then 
they must secure the consent of the Com- 
mon Council to run their stands.”’ 

“Suppose the Aldermen will not grant 
consents?’’ was suggested. 

“The Aldermen will. no doubt. give con- 
sents. I should say there will be no diffi- 
culty on that. score,’ said Commissioner 
Roosevelt. ‘‘ At any rate, we will not be 
harsh or cruel.” 

Alderman Olcott yesterday wrote a letter 
to President Roosevelt, in which he drew 
his attention to the facts which have al- 
ready been given. 

If the police should begin an active career 
of enforcing Aldermanic ordinances they 
have a wide field, according to the latest 
comeensee of ordinances in force on Jan, 1 
ast. 

No person shall obstruct or incumber the 
sidewalks without written permission from 
the Bureau of Licenses. — 

No goods, wares, merchandise, or manu- 
factures of any description shall be ex- 
posse for sale or show upon any balus- 
trade. 

When goods are being loaded or unloaded 
there shall always be maintained a free 
passage for pedestrians in the centre of 
the sidewalk. 

Swinging signs must not extend more 
than four feet from the house line, nor be 
placed above the ceiling of the second 
story. 


Barber’s poles must not exceed five feet 
in height. 


The penalty for hoisting -a safe or any- 
thing else by tackle outside of a house, 
without a permit, is $100. 

No person shall lead a horse or drag a 
waee arrow or saw wood upon any foot- 
ath. 

Piro stop a horse on a street crossing en- 
tails a penalty of $5. 

No person is permitted to move a house 
south of Fourteenth Street. 

To throw banana or orange peel any- 
where that,/any person may slip on it is

PUBLIC BATHS AND LAVATORIES 


Former Sub-Committee of the Committee of 
Seventy Will Work with the Mayor 
to Procure Additional Ones, 


Mayor Strong is very much interested in 
the project for establishing more public 
bathhouses and lavatories in this city. A 
sub-committee of the Committee of Seventy 
made a long report, accompanied by a se- 
ries of recommendations on this subject a 
few months ago, and the Mayor was very 
much impressed with it. The Committee of 
Seventy has now gone out of existence, and 
with it, of course, its sub-committee. 

Before Mayor Strong went on his vacation 
trip he decided to ask the Sub-Committee 
on Baths and Lavatories to reorganize and 
continue its investigations with a view to 
further recommendation. The sub-commit- 
tee is, in fact, to be a sort of advisory com- 
mittee to the Mayor on these subjects. In 
accordance with his plans, the Mayor wrote 
on June 25 to William Howe Tolman, Sec-

SIGNED, THEN SCRATCHED OUT 


MR. JEROLOMAN EXCEEDED HIS 
POWERS AS ACTING MAYOR. 


Thought He Could Approve a Reso- 
lution of the Board of 


Aldermen, 


The flag was flying from the staff of the 
City Hall yesterday just the same as if 
Mayor Strong had been in town and on 
duty. 

In the Mayor’s chair, however, sat Pres- 
ident Jeroloman of the Board of Aldermen, 
who is a member of the State Democracy, 
and who, under the law, is Acting Mayor 
when the Mayor is out of the city. The 
flag, it was explained in the Mayor's of- 
fice, is to fly every week day from 7 A. 
M. to 6 P. M., whether the Mayor is on 
duty in person or not. So it will serve to 
warn the public that the Acting Mayor is 
at work, while the Mayor is at play at 
Richfield Springs. 

It is a long’ time since a Republican 
Mayor’s place has been taken ad interim 
by a Democratic Acting Mayor. 

Mr. Jeroloman arrived at the Mayor’s 
office early. He seemed to enjoy the honor 
of presiding over the city’s affairs very 
much, and he settled himself as comforta- 
bly in the Mayor’s chair as if it was kis 
for a term. Private Secretary Hedges was 
On duty at his desk, and he examined the 
morning mail with Mr. Jeroloman. 

“Tll have some news for you in a min- 
ute,” said the Acting Mayor to the report- 
ers, 

Then he took up a bulky document from 
the pile on the Mayor’s desk, and, after 
glancing at it, affixed his signature. It 
was ‘the resolution of the Board of Alder- 
men granting the application of the Peo»le's 
Traction Comsany for a franchise for 
miles of railroad in the annexed district. 
This resolution was adopted unanimously 
at last Tuesday’s meeting of the board. 

‘““Has an Acting Mayor got the right to 
sign that resolution?’’ was a question very 
soon raised. 

The Acting Mayor looked the matter up. 
So did Mr. Hedges. They found that the 
Acting Mayor had no such right. The Con- 
solidation act says: 

It shall not be lawful for the President of the 
Board of Aldermen, wher acting as Mayor, in 
consequence of the sickness or absence from the 
city of the person elected, to exercise any power 
of removal from office, unless such sickness or 
absence of the Mayor shall have continued ten 
days, or to sign, approve, or disapprove any 
ordinance or resolution unless such sickness or 
absence shall have continued the same period. 


The Acting Mayor took out his knife and 
carefully erased his signature from the 
resolution. *‘ ’ll write to the Mayor about 
it,’ he said. 

The resolution creating a new ferry from 
the foot of West Twenty-third Street to 
Grand Street, Jersey City, is another docu- 
ment that the Mayor did not dispose of be- 
fore his departure. He is to return July 29, 
and it was held yesterday that neither of 
these measures need be’ disposed of before 
frat time, and that they cannot pass into 
aws without the Mayor’s signature until 
the next meeting of the Board of Aldermen. 
Section 75 of the Consolidation act says: 

Every ordinance or resolution shall, before it 
shall take effect, be presented, duly certified, to 
the Mayor for his approval. The Mayor shall 
return such ordinance or resolution to the board 
within ten days after receiving it, or at the next 
meeting of the board after the expiration of said 
ten days. If he approve it he shall sign it. If 
he disapprove it, he shall specify his objections 
thereto in writing. If he do not return it with 
guch disapproval within the time above specified, 
it shall take effect as if he had approved it. 


The next meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men will not be held until Aug. 6. 

Corporation Counsel Scott called on the 
Acting Mayor to pay his respects.

/MITCHEL UNDER CHARGES 


The Fire Marsha} Refuses to Resign 
His Office. 


COMMISSIONERS TO HEAR HIS DEFENSE 


They Will Determine as to His Re- 


moval Because of Scandals 


Growing Out of Incen- 
diary Fires. 


President La Grange announced yester- 
day afternoon that Fire Marshal Mitchel 
had refused to resign, and that the Fire 
Board had preferred charges against him. 

The statement of the charges sent to Mr. 


Mitchel, in compliancegs with the law, is as 
follows: 


To James Mitchel, Fire Marshal of New-York: 

Dear Sir: The Board of Fire Commissimers is 
informed: 

First—That you permitted Assistant Fire Mar- 
shal Frank and detailed Detective Policeman 
Lenz to remain on duty in your bureau nearly 
three years after having been repeatedly in- 
formed that they were unworthy men; unfit for 
their duties, and that, while in almost daily con- 
tact with them during this period, you did not 
discover that they were associates and. allies of 
the incendiaries whose crimes they were paid by 
the city to prevent, detect, and punish; and that 
only after Frank was known to one of the 
Board of Underwriters to be corrupt. did you 
permit him to resign and request that Lenz be 
relieved from duty with your bureau; and that 
both of tifese men are now under indictment foc 
offenses committed while pretending to serve the 
city under your direction. 

Second—That you permitted an article entitled 
‘* Organized Incendiarism in New-York City ’’ to 
be partially compiled or tabulated from the records 
of your bureau and published in The -Chronicle, 
an insurance journal, without the knowledge or 
approval of the Board of Fire Commissioners, in 
violation of the regulations of the department of 
which your bureay is a part. 

Third—That, without the knowledge of the Fire 
Commissioners, you, as chief of a bureau under 
its control, went to the Controller and asked if 
a sum of money could be set apart to be paid to 
informers or witnesses in arson caseS when 
nécessary to secure important testimony, and 
that, mage J you could do nothing in that direc- 
tion with the Controller, you went to the Board 
of Underwriters and asked them to determine 
whether they could meet these expenses, and that 
you did procure or permit them to pay out con- 
siderable sums of money fur these expenses, 
without reporting the necessity for such ex- 
penditures or giving knowledge thereof to the 
Board of Fire Commissioners, thus, without 
warning, bringing discredit upon their efficiency 
and subjecting your official superiors to humilia- 
tion and contempt. 

Fourth—That you have alienated the good will 
of many of the detectives of the police force by 
allowing the sole credit to be claimed for you 
for convictions in arson cases which were secured 
upon evidence furnished by these detectives, and 
have rendered difficult, if not impossible, that 
hearty and cordial co-operation. between the de- 
tective force of the Police Department and your- 
self which the Fire Commissioners consider ab- 
solutely essential to the success of the Fire Mar- 
shal’s Bureau. 

Should you desire to be heard in relation to 
these matters, the Board of Fire Commissioners 
will appoint Thursday, the llth day of July, at 
noon, at this office, for the purpose, and to de- 
termine whether you ought to be removed from 
the office of Fire Marshal of New-York City.

MODIFICATION OF THE FASTING RULE 


The Archbishop of Boston Announces 
the Terms of the Order. 


BOSTON, July 8.—In an investigation of 
the published reports from New-York to 
the effect that the Pope had promulgated a 
decree abolishing all days .of abstinence in 
the year except Fridays, even during Lent, 
the decree being made applicable only to 
poor persons and their families, it was 
learned that the following circular relative 
to the subject had been sent to all the 
pastors of the Archdiocese of Boston: 


Archbishopric of Boston, 
Chancery Office, Union Park Street, Boston. 

Reverend Dear Sir: In answer to a petition from 
the Most Reverend Archbishops, the Holy See, by 
an indult given March 15, for ten years, has 
granted to the Bishops of the United States 
the faculty of dispensing from the law of ab- 
stinence on certain days in favor of working 
people. 

By virtue of this indult, and: of the Lenten 
dispensation, the use of flesh meat-is permitted 
on all days of the year except.’Fridays, Ash 
Wednesday, Wednesday and Saturday in Holy 
Week, and the vigil of Christmas. On fast days 
eovered by that indult, persons who are bound to 
fast may use meat only once, but those exempt 
from the obligation of fasting by reason of age, 
health, &c., are not thus limited. The use of 
meat and fish at the same meal is not allowed. 

The dispensation is to be considered as granted, 
not only to the individual workingmen or wo- 
men, but their entire households. 

Pastors and confessors are counseled to use 
discretion in urging or relaxing the fulfillment 
of the law, carefully distinguishing between the 
grave reasons which in themselves: exempt from 
the obligation and the lesser reasons which are 
sufficient to justify a dispensation. . In. the usual 
announcements made from the. pulpit. concerning 
the laws of fasting and abstinence,. special men- 
tion is to be made of this indult, and. the faith- 
ful should be advised to perforra some other 
work of penance or self-denial, as, for example, 
abstinence from all kinds of intoxicating drink,

ROADS AT 


Hanford Crawford’s Proposition for 


Securing Better Ones. 


The Atlantic Highlands (N. J.) Journal 
has published a letter from Hanford Craw- 
ford—a letter presenting strong arguments 
for good roads. 

After congratulating the Borough Coun- 
cil for the good work it has done in the 
past, Mr. Crawford says. 


I believe it is high time that an experiment 
should be made, and that at least the most im- 
portant street in town, namely, Bay View Ave- 
nue, from somewhere about Bay View Avenue 
station to First Avenue, out toward Valley Drive 
some distance, or up Mount Avenue, from a half 
mile to a mile in length, should. be macadamized 
under the direction of the best road builder whose 
services can be secured. Any other section of 
equal length and varied character selected by the 
Council would probably answer as well. The 
labor can all be done by Atlantic Highlands peo- 
ple, and all the money spent in Atlantic High- 
lands, except what may be necessary to pay for 
road metal, which would in any case have to be 
brought here; but the supervision of this work 
should be done by some one who has had great 
experience in building first-class roads, just as 
when we put the sewer and water systems in we 
went outside for assistance. 

To this end, I should be very glad if the 
Borough Council would, within the next thirty 
days, determine what is the largest amount of 
money which it can contribute from the road 
tax of 1895 and 1896 toward macadamizing the 
section named, and I should then be very gldl to 
joinewith others to guarantee the additional ex- 
pense of macadamizing the road and presenting 
it to the borough, provided it be done in accord- 
ance with plans furnished by and under the su- 
pervision of one of the two or three engineers 
in this State who have built the very best roads. 


Mr. Grawford points out the fact that the 
test of a road is bad weather, and he de- 
clares that some of the roads at the High- 
lands do not stand this test. 


No Saloon License for Illingworth. 


The petition of John Illingworth, Sheriff 
Tamsen’s former deputy, who got into 
trouble by taking ex-Inspector McLaughlin 
to a Turkish bath, for a saloon license for 
premises at the Boulevard and One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fifth Street was refused by 
the Excise Board yesterday. 

Illingworth recently furnished the prem- 
ises at considerable expense, and construct- 
ed a shed adjoining, which, he said, was 
to be used for the storage of bicycles. A 
number of property owners in the vicinity 
objected to the granting of the license, on 
the ground that there was no public neces- 
sity for more saloons in the neighborhood.

INVESTIGATING TROLLEY ROAIS 


The Assembly Committee Questions Daniel 
F. Lewis About the Cost and Opera- 
tion of the Brooklyn Systems. 


The special Committee of the Assembly 
that wes appointed to inquire into the 
financial condition of the railroads of the 
State and report its opinion upon the feas- 
ibility of the municipalities owning and 
conducting surface roads within their limits, 
met yesterday at the Hotel St. George in 
Brooklyn, and began investigating the af- 
fairs of the Long Island Traction Com- 
pany and the roads that it controls. 

The committee is composed of Assembly- 
man 8S. Fred Nixon of Chautauqua County, 
Chairman; Edward H. Thompson of Dutch- 
ess, Philip Gerst of Erie, William-D. Ste- 
venson of Washington, Edwin C. Stewart of 
Tompkins, John A. Hennessy of Kings, and 
Samuel J. Foley of New-York. Messrs. 
Foley and Gerst did not attend yesterday’s 
hearings. Arthur C. Wade of Chautauqua 
and Lafayette Gleason are the counsel to 
the committee. : 

The committee subpoenaed a number of 
men identified with local railroad interests. 
Daniel F. Lewis, formerly President of the 
Long Island Traction Company; Seth L. 
Keeney, Crowell Hadden, W. A. H. Bogar- 
dus, H. M. Thompson, and Silas B. Dutcher 
were present among those who had been 
subpoenaed, 

The Long Island Traction Company, its 
receiver, and its various subordinate inter- 
ests were represented by Joseph Auerbach 
of Davies, Stone & Auerbach; William C. 
Trull, and Percy S. Dudley, of Moore, Wal- 
lace & Dudley. They, however, had little 
to do, as Daniel F. Lewis, the witness 
whom they were there to protect, seemed 
equal to the emergency and gracefully av- 
cepted Mr. Wade's apologies that accom- 
panied many of his questions. 

Mr. Lewis was the only witness examined 
yesterday. In answer to Mr. Wade's ques- 
tions he related the histories of the Long 
Island Traction Company, the Brooklyn 
Heights Company, the Brooklyn City Com- 
pany, and the Brooklyn, Queens County 
and Suburban Company. There was noth- 
ing new and very little of interest brought 
out on the examination. Mr. Lewis an- 
swered all questions put to him as he saw 
fit, and when the questions did not suit the. 
answers that he intended to make, he 
either’ changed them himself or had Mr. 
Wade do so before he replied to them. 

Mr. Lewis told of the negotiations by 
which the Long Island Traction syndicate 
obtained possession of the Brooklyn City 
Railroad Company and the other companies 
that it now controls, and frankly stated 
that its purpose was to make a profit on 
the running of the roads after paying the 
dividends that it guaranteed and the inter- 
est due on the company’s bonds. He told 
of the value of the Brooklyn Heights Com- 
pany’s ‘perfect charter,” by means of 
which the deal was made, and surprised 
Mr. Wade and the members of the com- 
mittee by stating that at the time negotia- 
tions were pending with the Traction Com- 
pany syndicate, he knew but one of its 
members, H. B. Hollins, and that at pres- 
ent he knows no other person who was a 
member of it. 

For the $27,000,000 of traction company 
stock, he said that but $4,090,000 cash was 
paid, and that sum is now held in trust as 
a guarantee fund for the payment of 10 
per cent. on the Brooklyn City Railroad 
Company stock. The $4,000,000, he said, 
would be paid back to the traction com- 
pany’s stockholders if an amicable agree- 
ment were made whereby the company’s 
lease of the Brooklyn City Company could 
be abrogated and its liability cease. 

The traction company, he said, was or- 
ganized as a proprietary, company, and. as 
such had always aeted. With its $200,000 
tangible assets, the stock of the little 
Brooklyn Heights Company and the $4,000,- 
000 placed in trust, it cdntrols properties 
stocked and bonded for $56,925,000, and is 
answerable only to the laws of the State of 
Virginia, under which ft‘is organized. It 
controls absolutely the three companies 
mentioned above, with their 250 miles of 
singl@track and valuable stations and fran- 
chises. 

The questions of speed in streets, fenders 
for cars, and fatal accidents were gone into. 
Very few, if any deaths have been caused 
by high speed, Mr. Lewis said, and he de- 
clared that no more deaths had been 
caused by the trolley during its first months 
than were caused by horsecars when they 
were first ‘placed upon the streets. Trolley 
cars carried 90,000,000 passengers in 1804, 
and only killed ten persons; horse cars car- 
ried 60,000,000 passengers in 1893, and ten 
persons were killed by the cars. 

The reduction of speed by the city au- 
thorities has caused the company’s receipts 
to fall off considerably, as at present some 
of the lines do not make as good time as 
they did with horses, he said. 

Mr. Lewis was unable to state what it 
cost per mile to build the trolley roads, or 
what they could be duplicated for, but said 
that even now with the low price prevailing 
for materials, it would be at least $20,000 
a mile. He is in favor of fenders and wheel 
guards to protect life, and said the com- 
pany now has many kinds of fenders on its 
ears for trial. ; 

His examination will be continued to-day 
at a session to be held in City Hall. 


ITS WORK OF GREAT VALUE 
Improvement in the Life Saving Service— 
Superintendent Kimball Thinks the 
Men Should Be Better Paid. 


Superintendent I. S. Kimball of the Life 
Saving Service was in this city yesterday 
on his way to Orient, L. I., to organize a 
station recently authorized by Congress. 

He said he thinks the men in the Life 
Saving Service should receive larger pay 
for their work than the amount allowed 
them by the Government. They received 
from $50 to $65 a month. A proposition was 
before the last Congress to equalize the 
pay of these men at $60 a month. 

“The District Superintendents are not as 
yell paid as officers in similar positions in 
other branches of the public service,’’ said 
Superintendent Kimball. ‘For instance, 
the steamboat inspection Superintendents 
in that bureau are paid from $2,500 to $3,000 
a year, while the life saving Superintendents 
get only $1,600. Each of them is the pay- 
master of his district, and is responsible for 
the material. They both give bonds of from 
$10,000 to $50,000, according to the amount 
of their responsibility. There are twelve 
districts, the Superintendents of nine of 
which were paid $1,800 a year. Three re- 
ceived only $1,500, and Congress was asked 
to increase them to $1,800. Instead, ney 
decided to pay them all uniformly $1,600, 
which is not enough, service and responsi- 
bility considered.” 

Under old conditions, Superintendent Kim- 
ball said, the men sometimes lived mites 
away from the stations, and their positions 
The man- 
ning of the apparatus was left to volun- 
teers. ; 

“The report of the first year’s work un- 
der the new conditions,” he added, “ ap- 
proved its great value from the humane 
point. There were as many wrecks as ever 
along the Atlantic coast, but instead of the 
ghastly record of drowned sallors, not a 
life was lost. Press and people were con- 
vinced that it was a service worth bringing 
to the highest possible efficiency, and its 
development has progressed steadily since. 

“The enlistment of a permanent force to 
man the different stations was a great ad- 
vance. The men are selected with care, 
and are under strict discipline. No peril 
is an excuse for shirking work. Each year 
the roll of lives saved shows the need of 
the service. The apparatus of the stations 
is devised with especial reference to the 
local needs, and loss of life by shipwreck 
near shore is extremely rare. The bureau 


now controls over 250 stations, and the ap- 
propriation is $1,000,000 a year.”

ACTION AS TO HIGH STREET STATION. . 


The Chief Engineer Instructed to 
Have It Ready for Trains by

It was announced after the executive 
meeting of the Trustees of the New-York 
and Brooklyn Bridge yesterday that Treas- 
urer Edward Clark had resigned. It’ was 
the regular monthly meeting of the Trust- 
ees, At the close of the public session refs 


erence was made to Mr. Clark’s resjgna« 
tion, but no action was taken until later, 
when it was accepted. ‘ 

The announcement was unexpected, inas« 
much as Mr. Clark himself had recently 
caused it to be understood that he. had 
not resigned. President Howell, however, 
said the Trustees had had his letter for a 
month. He declined to state the contents 
of the letter or assign any reason for the 
resignation.

Street could not be moved, as considera- 
ble material from there would be utilized 
in the new station.

The business 
men whose establishments are between 
the arches say that these places. are 
veritable eyesores which require the atten- 
tion of the Health Board. The police refuse 
to interfere, for the reason that the prop-

the Street Cleaning Department will have 
nothing to do with the areas. Probably the 
greatest nuisance spot from Park Row toa 
the river lies between Rose and Gold 
Streets, where the bridge authorities have 
stored a great pile of iron girders to be 
used in the station extension. It-is expect- 
ed that the gates will do away with this 
nuisance.
